Oil Refinery 

In “Fat City,” (July 16), Elise McDonough 
discussed the best fats and oils to use 
for cannabis infusions. I believe a good 
one was overlooked! I use hempseed oil. 
It tastes great and seems to be pretty 
strong—even when I use trash trim! Any 
thoughts?

HT edibles editor Elise McDonough responds: 
Hempseed oil is an excellent source of balanced 
amino acids, but it has a low smoke point 
compared to other oils and fats, making it unde¬ 
sirable for most types of high-heat cooking. 
Hempseed oil can also turn rancid quickly, so it 
needs to be stored in a fridge and used within a 
week of infusion. With this in mind, a cannabis 
infusion using hempseed oil can definitely be 
successful, but be sure to simmer it in a double 
boiler or crockpot on the “low” setting. The 
finished infusion is best suited to low-heat or 
no-heat preparations like salad dressings. 


Acid Test 

I’m currently a senior at Brooklyn 
Technical High School enrolled in the 
AP (advanced-placement) research class, 
in which students must choose a topic 
of inquiry for a research paper. For my 
paper, I wanted to determine if LSD is 
a viable and safe treatment for chronic 
alcoholism and other mental maladies 
such as depression and anxiety. 

My goal was to find out how efficient 
psychedelic therapy using LSD has been 
compared to standard therapy and psy¬ 
chiatric assistance, the most common 
methods of treatment. To determine 
this, I used data analysis, a quantita¬ 
tive research method in which one col¬ 
lects and compares data from various 
sources and observes any trends or dif¬ 
ferences among them. What I found was 
that psychedelic therapy for chronic 
alcoholism had double the success rate 
of standard-therapy treatments over an 
eight-to-12-month period. Lrom my data, 
I also concluded that LSD is a safe drug 
to use in the moderate-dose range, with 
no physical or mental harming effects. 

In conclusion, I want to raise aware¬ 
ness regarding this promising medical 
breakthrough, which can benefit mil¬ 
lions of Americans who suffer from var¬ 
ious mental-health issues. Psychedelic 
therapy is in need of government fund¬ 
ing to enable its widespread medical 
use. The benefits of LSD and other safe 
psychedelic drugs like psilocybin are 
not just limited to alcoholism, depres¬ 
sion and anxiety; these treatments can 
potentially help veterans suffering from

Snaps for BHO 

A little while ago, Michigan had 
dispensaries for a minute, and we 
got familiar with concentrates. I 
found a simple way to burn most 
BHOs: Take a pin, or something 
similar, and use it to put a drop 
of wax on the corner of a rolling 
paper. Lold the corner over and 
press it as tight and as flat as you 
can. Cut the folded piece off with 
scissors and put it into a bowl with 
a screen. Apply a serious flame to 
it. (A Bic works great.) The paper 
will sizzle. Then, in a flash, the hit 
will vaporize. You can clearly see 
the effectiveness upon experi¬ 
menting. We started calling these 
“snaps.” They’re also relatively 
mild, since it’s a very small portion 
of BHO, so they’re good for nov¬ 
ices. I can smear an entire rolling 
paper and cut out many for future use. 

Of course, I suggest using hemp papers.

The X-ray showed that 
my right lung had been affected. A doc¬ 
tor there gave me a codeine syrup and 
albuterol.

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The Hateful Eight 

A closer look at some of the anti-cannabis crusaders attempting 
to derail pot’s progress. By Mike Hughes 


Marijuana-law reform has been on a roll. 

Four states and the District of Columbia 
have approved recreational cannabis, 

25 states and DC have legalized medical 
marijuana, and polling indicates that a 
majority of Americans favor legalizing 
pot. Despite the good vibes, however, it’s 
important to remember that there are 
still many hardline anti-pot crusaders 
out there, and they’re not going away 
anytime soon. For every Melinda Haag 
or Michele Leonhart that fades away, 
another misinformed or disingenuous 
stooge is waiting to take their place. 
Below is a list of eight particularly hate¬ 
ful pot prohibitionists who should be on 
your radar. 


CARLA LOWE: As a 

substitute teacher 
in the 1970s, Lowe 
noticed that some of 
her students “with 
long hair... weren’t 
focusing” on their 
lessons and decided 
“they were probably 
smoking pot.” Since then, she’s made it 
her life’s mission to fight against dealing 
with marijuana rationally. In 2010, Lowe 
founded Citizens Against Legalizing 
Marijuana (CALM) in response to Cali¬ 
fornia’s legalization effort, Proposition 
19. Now, six years later, Lowe and CALM 
are at it again, spreading prohibitionist 
propaganda in hopes of sinking Califor¬ 
nia’s current legalization effort, the Adult 
Use of Marijuana Act. CALM erroneously 
reports that marijuana causes permanent 
brain damage, testicular cancer, mental 
illness and birth defects—and, of course, 
has no medicinal value. 



JAMES LANKFORD: 

In 2014, the Justice 
Department issued a 
memorandum granting 
permission to Native 
American tribes to 
grow and sell mari¬ 
juana on their lands. 
This didn’t sit well with 
Oklahoma Senator James Lankford, who 
proposed a bill that would punish tribes 
growing or selling pot by stripping their 
federal funding. According to Lankford, 
the bill—which seeks to fuck Native 
people out of a sustainable and potentially 
lucrative revenue source—is necessary 
because “The Native American commu¬ 
nity experiences the highest drug-induced 
death rate in the country.” See? Lankford 
is just protecting indigenous people from 
pot.

And if a guest is brave enough to 
disagree with her, Grace will indignantly 
squawk “You’re stoned!” at them. But 
perhaps we’ve seen the last of Grace for a 
while, since the network just announced 




that her show, mercifully, will be ending 
in October. 


KEVIN SABET:No list of prohibitionists 
would be complete 
without Kevin Sabet. 
The co-founder of 
Project SAM (Smart 
Approaches to 
Marijuana) has been 
incredibly successful 
at gaming the media, 
which is famously 
obsessed with point/counterpoint 
“reporting,” into airing his marijuana 
misinformation. Sabet often goes on 
television to assert that cannabis “sig¬ 
nificantly decreases IQ,” “is 10 times 
more dangerous than the marijuana of 
the ’60s,” and “addicts one out of every 
six children who ever try the drug.” All 
lies—but Sabet wears a suit and speaks 
authoritatively, so idiots believe him. And 
media outlets keep inviting him back. 



CHUCK ROSENBERG: Last year, national 
embarrassment 
Michele Leonhart was 
forced out as head of 
the DEA.

tutional amendment. But this isn’t really 
about the citizens of Colorado—it’s about 
Scott Pruitt, the prohibitionist attorney 
general in the nearby state of Oklahoma. 
Pruitt, along with the AG of Nebraska, 
another neighboring state, filed a lawsuit 
asking the feds to overturn Colorado’s his¬ 
toric law and make cannabis illegal again. 
Although the Supreme Court recently 
refused to consider the suit, Pruitt won’t 
quit: He’s now attempting to join a case 
opposing legal pot in a Denver-based 
appeals court.

“I just don’t think we should 
legalize more mind-altering substances if 
we want to make it less likely that people 
travel down the path toward using drugs,” 
she opined in a recent interview, adding: 
“There is a huge heroin epidemic.” That’s 
right, the current chair of the Democratic 
National Committee subscribes to the 
thoroughly debunked gateway theory, 
implying that medical pot will somehow 
encourage people to use heroin. Please, 
Debbie—if you’re not going to lead, kindly 
get out of the way. 


JEFF SESSIONS: Apparently, old drug 

warriors don’t change; 
they just double 
down. But while their

Industrial hemp is generating a brave new world of eco-friendly products. By Mark Miller 



Cannabis Car 

Bruce Dietzen of Renew 
Sports Cars in Key West, FL 
unveiled a vehicle crafted 
from a Mazda chassis and 
100 pounds of imported 
Chinese hemp. Hurds, 
hemp's woody core fiber, 
bind with resin to create 
a material superior to 
fiberglass. Renew’s road¬ 
sters range in price from 
$40,000 for a 130-horse- 
power model to nearly 
$200,000 for a 640-hp 
beast. 


Hemp Refining 

PureHemp, based in 
Colorado, has developed 
a process for refining 
industrial hemp into oils 
and pulp as well as lignin, 
the "glue” protecting 
fibers. PureHemp’s 
proprietary tech ensures 
more rapid recovery of 
valued sugar streams 
from hemp biomass. The 
company plans to open 
its first commercial hemp 
refinery toward the end of 
this year. 


Improving Fibers 

Louisville, KY-based Sun- 
strand is the only company 
developing commercially 
viable surface treatments 
for natural hemp fibers. 
These customized coatings 
allow the fibers and resin 
systems to better bond with 
plastic materials, provid¬ 
ing a superior composite 
response. Sunstrand was 
founded in 2014, the year 
Kentucky first legalized hemp 
production. The state is slated 
to grow 4,500 acres in 2016. 


Hemp “Hair” Craft 

Canadian Derek Kesek, 
the founder of Hempearth, 
is building the world’s 
first hemp aircraft, which 
is scheduled to make its 
historic inaugural flight 
sometime in 2016. Kesek’s 
hemp plane promises to be 
lighter, stronger and more 
ecologically sustainable 
than its competitors, with 
the hemp-fiber hairs and 
their astonishing reinforced 
polymers replacing fiber¬ 
glass in the construction. 


Nano-Hemp 

Hemp fiber can be used 
to produce cellulose 
nano-crystals, which are 
superior and cheaper than 
graphene. Nano-hemp’s 
endless possibilities include 
everything from new 
drug-delivery technology 
to improving water puri¬ 
fication. At present, only 
Canada engages in nano¬ 
crystal commercialization. 
Montreal’s CelluForce will 
eventually produce a ton of 
nano-hemp crystals daily. 
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Can Fish Case Pass 
the Smell Test? 

We all know that cops lie, but how 
much deception should they be 
allowed to get away with? That 
question could be answered by a case 
involving a shipment of salmon stuffed 
with marijuana sent from California to 
Louisiana several years ago. 

On November 9, 2012, Baton Rouge 
police tracked a package they suspected 
of containing pot to the home of Jacson 
Moore. Instead of securing a search 
warrant, however, the narcs staked 
out Moore’s home until he emerged 
carrying a cooler and drove off. 

The police eventually stopped 
Moore’s car, told him they were 
investigating an armed robbery, and 
asked if they could perform a search. 
Moore consented, and the search 
resulted in the discovery of the salmon, 
which contained six pounds of pot. 

Because the cops lied about the 
reason for the search, Moore’s attorney 
convinced a judge to throw out the 
resulting evidence. However, that 
decision was reversed on appeal. Now 
Moore’s lawyers plan to take the case 
to the Supreme Court, providing the 
highest court in the land with an 
opportunity to decide what constitutes 
an unreasonable invasion of privacy. 


Bungling Bud Burglars 

A trio of dolts in Durango, Colorado, 
identified themselves as DEA agents 
and proceeded to rob a legal home 
cannabis grow. The burglary’s 
mastermind, Lome Carl Heintze, 
and two accomplices handcuffed 
the occupants of the home, placed 
pillowcases over their heads, and stole 
eight pounds of pot worth $18,000. 

One of the victims managed to free 
herself and call the police. She told them 
that Heintze—who happens to be her 
nephew—was likely behind the heist, 
since he’d helped her set up the grow. 

Incredibly, Heintze, who came 
armed with pepper spray, was so inept 
that he accidentally sprayed himself 
in the face and had to abandon the 
robbery. His accomplices convinced 
him to steal the buds from his aunt 
to save one of them from getting into 
trouble with the person requesting 
the cannabis. 

All three were arrested on first- 
degree-burglary charges, and Heintze 
was also charged with impersonating 
a law-enforcement officer. 


MS WEED 


Microsoft will be the 
first major company 
to start working 
in the cannabis 
industry. The tech 
giant announced 
that it would make 
the leap into legal 
pot by partnering 
with LA-based 
Kind Financial on 
Agrisoft, a cannabis- 
compliance 
software program 
that tracks plants 
from seed to sale. 

Such tracking is 
already mandatory 
in Colorado and 
could be the 
centerpiece of 
legislation in 
several other states 
that are looking 
to legalize pot, as 
it helps to ensure 
that cannabis is 
legally cultivated, 
distributed, and 
sold rather than 
diverted to the 
black market. 

The Agrisoft 
program has been 
available for the 
last three years 
and provides pot- 
legal states with 
the technology 
necessary 
to monitor 
cannabusinesses 
on a wide 
scale. Although 
the company 
doesn’t have 
any government 
contracts currently 
in place, Kind 
Financial is no doubt 
hopeful that its 
partnership with one 
of the biggest names 
in the tech world will 
soon change that. 


The war on cannabis 
concentrates continues 
in California, as DEA 
agents and local law 
enforcement raided 
properties owned by 
Care By Design, which 
produces cannabis 
oils, tinctures and 
sprays under the 
AbsoluteXtracts brand. 

The enormous coordinated effort involved more than 100 officers, including 
Santa Rosa police and Sonoma County sheriffs, who raided five properties 
associated with the company. Several people were arrested and equipment and 
payroll records seized. 

It appears that authorities suspected Care By Design of illegally 
manufacturing concentrates through butane extraction, based on a tip by 
a disgruntled former employee. However, Nick Caston, a Care By Design 
spokesman, told reporters that the company uses C0 9 rather than butane for its 
extractions. 

Dennis Hunter, 43, a founding patient-member of Care By Design, was 
released without charges soon after his arrest in the wake of a public protest 
outside the Sonoma County courthouse. Care By Design has resumed making 
medicine (legally) and pledges to make adjustments to meet the local industrial 
code—the only legit violations uncovered in the raids.

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Colorado Teen Pot 
Use Below Average 

Despite the prohibitionist hysteria 
over legal pot, the sky still hasn’t 
fallen after four years of recreational 
marijuana in Colorado. In fact, even 
the old canard that legal weed will 
increase underage pot use is on the 
ropes, as the latest study shows that 
current use among Colorado’s teens 
is actually lower than the national 
average. 

The Colorado Department of 
Public Health’s biannual Healthy 
Kids Colorado Survey reports 
that nearly four out of five high- 
school students don’t use cannabis 
at all. Only 21 percent reported 
smoking pot at least once within a 
30-day period in 2015. That number 
is actually down 1 percent from pre¬ 
legalization use in 2011, and four 
points lower than the pot use among 
Colorado’s teens in 2009. 

These latest findings also debunk 
a December federal study claiming 
that Colorado has the highest teen 
pot use in the country. 


Free at Last 

After 12 years in federal prison, 
Weldon Angelos is a free man. 

Now 36, he received a 55-year 
sentence in 2004 for selling pot 
to a confidential informant on 
two occasions. Although it was 
his first drug offense, Angelos fell 
victim to mandatory-minimum 
sentencing because he was allegedly 
in possession of a handgun during 
the deals. Mandatory-minimum laws 
require judges to impose incredibly 
harsh prison terms on offenders 
regardless of the extenuating 
circumstances. 

Judge Paul Cassell was deeply 
disturbed by the draconian sentence 
he was forced to impose and never 
stopped advocating for Angelos. 

In February, Cassell wrote a letter 
to President Obama asking for his 
release. While Angelos wasn’t among 
the 42 prisoners whose sentences 
were commuted by Obama in June, 
he believes that Cassell’s steadfast 
support was responsible for the 
federal court’s decision to grant an 
immediate reduction in his sentence 
and set him free. 

Angelos has since returned home 
to Utah and reunited with his three 
children.

Duterte Harry 



The Philip¬ 
pines’new 
president is 
a murderous 
lunatic. 


Rodrigo Duterte, the unhinged, 71-year-old president-elect of the Philippines, 
will personally murder you for using drugs. And that was basically his 
campaign slogan. Duterte cruised to an easy victory in May’s election on the 
strength of his record—he acknowledges working with a death squad that 
summarily executed 1,000 suspected drug users in the city of Davao—and 
explicit campaign promises—he pledged to continue killing drug users and to 
dump their bodies in Manila Bay. 

In the lead up to the election, Duterte told the Davao 
Sun Star, “If by chance that God will place me there 
[the presidency], watch out because the 1,000 
[people executed] will become 100,000. You will see 
the fish in Manila Bay getting fat. That is where I 
will dump you.” Unfortunately, it doesn’t seem 
that was an empty campaign 
promise. After being sworn 
in as president Duterte told 
a crowd, “These sons of 
whores are destroying our 
children. I warn you, don’t 
go into that, even if you’re 
a policeman, because I will 
really kill you. If you know 
any addicts, go ahead 
and kill them 
yourself.” 
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An Artistic Atmosphere 

Brendan Hill, best known as the drummer for Blues Traveler, 
also co-owns a retail cannabis store in Washington State. He 
gives us a look inside Paper & Leafs first year in business. 


My business partner Steve Kessler and I joke 
that a day in the cannabis industry is like a 
year in any other profession. Keeping up with 
the constantly evolving state regulations is 
a full-time job in itself. Add to that educating 
your staff on the changing protocols, 
maintaining the legally required level of 
security, ensuring that the bank won’t reject 
your funds, and juggling the monthly sky- 
high tax payments-all with the knowledge 
that the Feds may decide at any moment to 
shut it all down. 

When Steve and I met back in 2013, we had 
no idea what we were getting into. 

Flash-forward two years-including a 
lottery for licenses, a plethora of public 
debate and City Council meetings, and a 
lot of time, energy, hard work and personal 


funds invested, and we finally opened the 
doors of Paper & Leaf on Washington State’s 
Bainbridge Island in June of 2015. 

With Paper & Leaf, Steve and I wanted 
to create something special. Given that our 
shop was situated in an empty warehouse in 
an industrial business park-one of the few 
options available due to state regulations—we 
set out to develop the artistic atmosphere 
we’re now known for. Leveraging our 
combined backgrounds in music and film, 
our aim was to do away with the stereotypical 
dispensary model and create a space that 
felt more like a gallery. Paper & Leaf was to 
be accessible and comfortable for everyone 
from the experienced cannabis smoker to 
the curious first-timer. The result was, and 
continues to be, a unique experience, from 


the ambiance of the vintage records we play 
and the artwork on the walls, to the friendly 
staff giving guided tours and the inviting 
product-display boxes throughout. 

Getting the shop up and running has been 
more exhausting than we ever foresaw, but 
the feedback has been wonderful—and that’s 
what makes it all worthwhile. 

The competition in our budding market 
is tough, but we learned early on that if we 
wanted to stand out, excellent customer 
service was key. We host regular Cannabis 101 
classes, have shows by local artists, and even 
purchased a shuttle to escort patrons from 
the Bainbridge Island ferry to the shop-and 
then anywhere else on the island. Seeing the 
diversity of the customers who walk through 
our doors every day lets us know we’re doing 
something right—not only for our business, 
but for the industry as a whole. 

The coming year will be another ambitious 
chapter. With the merging of the medical 
and recreational markets, as determined 
by Washington State, we’ll be able to fully 
serve our medical patients with additional 
products, stronger dosage levels and reduced 
taxes. However, this melding of markets will 
not be without its own trials and tribulations. 

It will likely be another year of evolving rules 
and regulations that we’ll need to stay on 
top of, but it’s up to all of us in this industry to 
continue changing the stigma that decades 
of pot prohibition have created-and to 
provide the best possible cannabis while 
we’re at it.

Standup comic and marijuana aficionado Dan Soder chats with HT 
about legalized weed in his home state, being a “mental Sherpa” and 
his new Comedy Central special, Not Special Bp Katie Compa 



Dan Soder’s first memorable 
experience with pot was at a 
house party in high school. 

“It was the first time I’d ever 
seen ‘kind bud,’ with no seeds 
or sticks,” he recalls, loung¬ 
ing on a leather couch in the 
High Times office. “It was my 
second time smoking pot, and 
I was ... 15? I was so stoned. 
I’ve been chasing that for a 
long time. Yeah, that was a lot 
of fun.” 

Fun has been Soder’s 
guiding principle this year. 
Comedy Central recently pre¬ 
miered his hour-long special, 
Not Special, taped at Phila¬ 
delphia’s Trocadero Theatre. 
“It was awesome, man,” Soder 
says. “Philly was an audience

where I was like, ‘Man, I 
think they just kinda get it.’ 

I don’t give a shit about edit¬ 
ing; I don’t give a shit about 
promotion. As a comic, being 
onstage having fun is the key 
element—then / win.” 

Soder grew up in Aurora, 
CO, and spent part of each 
year in San Francisco. These 
days, Colorado has legal 
weed, but as Soder notes 
wryly, “Getting legal weed 


when you no longer live in a 
state—it’s the same as when I 
went to college, and my mom 
bought a new TV and got a 
new carpet in the living room. 
‘Hey, Mom, fuck you—you 
could’ve done this when I was 
here!”’ 

Still, notwithstanding 
Carpetgate, Soder’s mom 
is a hip, hip lady: “I could 
smoke openly from the time 
I was 16,” he says. And when 


he visits Aurora these days, 
Soder enjoys staying with 
his mom. “Right when I get 
home, my mom’s like, ‘Wanna 
go to the dispensary?’ She 
keeps my weed in the freezer! 
I’m like, ‘I forget, ’cause I’m 
so high, how great of a mom 
you are.’” 

Ask him about legal weed’s 
future, however, and Soder’s 
vision is less rosy. “We’re 
so fucked,” he predicts. “It’s 
gonna go Wal-Mart, it’s gonna 
go Starbucks. Big business is 
gonna get involved, and these 
motherfuckers are gonna try 
to make a profit. Enjoy it now.” 

As for his favorite strain, 
Soder prefers Golden Goat, 
a sata'm-dominant hybrid 
with a happy high. “I like 
sativa- heavy weed. One of my 
favorite things to do is smoke 
weed, have a cup of coffee, 
listen to music”—he offers the 
Black Angels’ Passover as “a 
great album to get uncomfort¬ 
ably high to”—“and then try to 
write anything: my standup, 
a script I’m working on... I 
love a sativa to get my brain 
going.” 

Soder says he doesn’t 
drink, but “I’m going to get 
fucked up some way. If I 
wasn’t smoking weed, I’d be 
taking Zoloft or some bullshit. 
If you walk around sober, 
you’re a mental Sherpa. I 
need help, so I smoke weed... 
or take mushrooms. Which is 
kind of the best, until it isn’t 
the best, and then it’s the 
worst—and then it’s the best 
again!” 

So if you’re ready for a 
good laugh, find yourself a 
nice sativa, a cup of coffee 
and Not Special on Comedy 
Central. And if you prefer 
your comedians in a dramatic 
setting, Soder is also a regular 
on HBO’s Wall Street drama 
Billions.

“I like my bowls and bongs 
streamlined—I like them to 
look like the Pyrex beakers 
from science class.

The speaker is Trevor 
Strnad, vocalist for Michi¬ 
gan death-metal maestros 
the Black Dahlia Murder. You 
might recognize his name 
from the articles he contrib¬ 
uted to hightimes.com last 
year, in which he discussed 
his favorite strains and weed 
cities and that one time he 
smoked out of an apple with 
famed “Goat Boy” come¬ 
dian Jim Breuer. Not surpris¬ 
ingly, Strnad’s journalistic 
forays have paid off in copi¬ 
ous greenery. “The volume of 
weed that we’re being given 
by people at shows—which 
was already really good—has 
increased even more since the 
articles,” he enthuses. “So it’s 
raising awareness, which is 
great for us.” 


When we catch up with 
Strnad, he’s enjoying a cou¬ 
ple of weeks off between tours 
in support of the Black Dahlia 
Murder’s seventh album, 
Abysmal. In his downtime, 
he’s been exploring the medic¬ 
inal cornucopia at Green 
River Meds, his local dispen¬ 
sary in Detroit. “I’ve been 
loving the Cheese lately,” he 
says of the uniquely ched- 
dar-flavored strain. “I’ve been 
getting that one from the dis¬ 
pensary, and it just hammers 
me. My girlfriend is afraid of 
it—we go into that Clayma- 
tion dimension. The Cheese is 
definitely not good for public 
speaking.” 

Though he’s an aficionado 
of both indicas and sativas— 
his favorite strains include 
Cherry Pie, Fire OG, Double 
Blue Dream and (of course) 
the Black Dahlia—Strnad 
didn’t start smoking until he 
was 22. “I was vehemently 
against weed and drugs in

With 
death metal, I think that’s 
important, because most peo¬ 
ple just think of it as static or 
as really tiring to the ear. But 
for me, it’s like an escape.” 

Though most of his band- 
mates partake, Strnad says 
he and guitarist Brian Esch- 
bach are the only “24-hour 
smokers” in the Black Dahlia 
Murder. “Brian is probably 
a bigger stoner than I am,” 
he adds with a laugh. “He’ll 
smoke a 20-foot bong rip and 
walk directly onstage for a 
show. I guarantee that every¬ 
thing he’s ever written for the 
band, he’s been stoned. There’s 
no doubt in my mind.” ^

It would be a shame if Nite Jewel’s overarching 
theme of disconnectedness on Liquid Cool, her 
first new album since 2012’s critically acclaimed 
One Second of Love, threw potential fans off 
track. One Second’s idiosyncratic twists and turns 
around the margins of dance-pop and electronic 
music revealed the LA-based singer-composer, 
a.k.a. Ramona Gonzalez, to be a slyly gleeful piler- 
on of sonic oddness who enjoyed daring the world 
to hear something very new on her own very 
personal terms. Four years on, Gonzalez is strip¬ 
ping life way, way down, as if to reveal herself—if 
only to herself. 

Liquid Cool plumbs the threat of getting real lost 
in the crowds on a frighteningly fragmented globe 
and—crucially for her music’s 
considerable emotional wal- 
lop—thrashing the whirlpool 
A down into permanent detach- 

V JHP ment. Gonzalez gives her self- 

produced and self-performed 
songs a woozy, wistful opulence 
of undulating multi-synths and 
starkly unadorned beats, as if to 
sonically comment on the EZ- 
to-digest canned product that 
our pop music has become—as 
well as how we tend to mold ourselves to our social 
and technological milieus. 

While songs like the dance-away-the-heartache 
“Boo Hoo” indicate that she’s at least got a kind of 
humorous perspective on the subject, the album 
is more often bare-bones and coolly considered in 
its quiet-fire ballads and silken funk-pop (“Over 
the Weekend,” “Kiss the Screen,” the Bryan Ferry- 
ish yearn of “Running Out of Time”), whose delib¬ 
erate delicacies glow with Gonzalez’s palpable 
desire to communicate and connect. That desire, 
implied or stated outright, pays off big time, infus¬ 
ing her songs with a seductive, touching intricacy.

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Making Our Mark In the World of Weed 

Ganjapreneurs may have a great product to sell and many 
enthusiastic customers, but they still have difficulty establishing 
a trademark. That’s about to change.

Trademarks establish trust. 


E ver wonder why marijuana trade¬ 
marks are not registered? The 
United States Patent and Trademark 
Office (USPTO) has held that a trademark 
applicant must show that the goods or 
services under consideration are lawful. 
But since marijuana remains a Schedule 
I drug, it is still as unlawful at the federal 
level as say, heroin or bath salts. 

As a result, honest cannabusinesses— 
although legal at the state level—are 
stymied when they try to make a name for 
themselves, so to speak. Customers lose 
out too, because they cannot be assured 
that a trusted name is really trusted with¬ 
out the imprimatur of national trademark 
registration. 

Soon, however, we expect to see some 
needed changes in how marijuana trade¬ 
marks are treated, and we have High 
Times’s own legal mavens to thank for lanc¬ 
ing this boil of injustice. You’re welcome. 

In May, attorney Kieran Doyle of 
Cowan, Liebowitz & Latman, P.C., argued 
our position before USPTO to maintain 
a trademark application for Cannabis 
Cup products. Having explicitly set forth 
that the marijuana products for which 
High Times seeks registration would be 


“lawful under state as well as federal law,” 
the pertinent question, he argued, was 
not whether such goods and services are 
legal, but whether they exist at all. They 
do not—yet. But USPTO routinely permits 
applications for potential products, such 
as technological items in development, 
though it will not register such marks 
until the goods actually exist. Typically 
the USPTO allows three years for the 
product to come into existence and the 
trademark registration to issue. 

What’s so important about a trade¬ 
mark? “From a public-policy point of 
view, one of the most significant purposes 
of trademark law is to provide consumers 
confidence in the experience and predict¬ 
ability of their purchases,” Doyle explains. 
“To have a patchwork of trademark rights 
around the country is really undermining 
that goal of predictability.” 

It looks like Doyle argued well. As 
a result, High Times will be the first 
applicant allowed to pursue a registra¬ 
tion covering marijuana plants, seeds, 
flowers and edibles that are “lawful under 
state as well as federal law.” Thus, when 
the odious Controlled Substances Act 
(CSA) is amended at last and cannabis is 


rescheduled, High Times will have staked 
its claim to a registration for “Cannabis 
Cup” goodies. The day will come when 
such treats are lawful across the land, 
and we’ll have our brand ready to go. 

There were hints that trademark rules 
would evolve with weed laws. Back in 
2010, UPSTO recognized the proliferation 
of medical cannabis products and created 
a new trademark category: “Processed 
plant matter for medicinal purposes, 
namely medical marijuana.” Cannabusi¬ 
nesses operating in the 14 med-legal 
states at the time jumped at the chance, 
hoping to trademark venerable names 
like Maui Wowie and Chronic. After a 
few months and hundreds of applica¬ 
tions, none of which won a trademark, 
the agency rescinded the new category 
without comment. 

In the years since, it’s been possible to 
secure quasi-trademark protections by 
“registering around the edges,” says Doyle. 

For example, if you own a state- 
licensed edibles company and use the 
mark Vandale, you could register that 
mark for peripheral goods and services, 
like books, newsletters or even cook¬ 
ies not containing marijuana. Doing so 
would not give you a registration cover¬ 
ing your core goods, but it would provide 
a hold for you to protect your mark until 
you can secure a registration for them. 

Or, you could register a trademark at the 
state level and hope that it sticks nation¬ 
ally later on. 

Now, thanks to some legal persever¬ 
ance and ingenuity, we have a way to 
establish a brand without resorting to 
“the edges.” One might find it odd that 
trademark applications can be pursued 
on the basis of their products’ non-exis¬ 
tence. We find it thrilling. ^

S ix years ago, voters rejected a ballot initiative that would have 
made California the first state to legalize recreational marijuana. 
While it would still be another two years before Colorado and 
Washington turned that dream into reality, 2010 nonetheless proved 
to be a banner year for bud-especially by the Bay, where High Times 
held its first-ever Cannabis Cup on American soil. 

As the birthplace of medical marijuana, San Francisco was the most 
appropriate city to host our inaugural celebration of med-pot, and 
after holding 22 High Times Cannabis Cups in Amsterdam, we were 
eager to bring our preeminent pot party to the US for some home¬ 
grown marijuana. 

Fast-forward to today. High Times has now held well over 20 cups 
nationwide, with seven taking place in Northern California. Four states 
and DC have all legalized recreational cannabis; half of the country 


has comprehensive medical marijuana programs; and 10 states are 
expected to vote on marijuana reform this November. 

Yes, a lot has changed throughout the country; however, California’s 
legalization landscape looks damn near identical to the scene we saw 
in 2010. Recreational marijuana is back on the ballot, but it’s not neces¬ 
sarily an easy win. Just as Proposition 19 sparked contention between 
marijuana advocates, California’s current initiative-the Adult Use of 
Marijuana Act (AUMA)—has activists, attorneys and authors alike up in 
arms, squabbling over its rules and regulations. 

So with our minds made up to medicate (and our fingers crossed 
for future recreating), we kicked off the 2016 NorCal Medical Can¬ 
nabis Cup at the legendary Cow Palace, eager to delve into the issues 
surrounding AUMA and learn more. Dabs, debates... and dads; it was, 
indeed, Father’s Day weekend, so we had it all!

San Francisco’s laid-back vibe and chill 
attitude provided a nice contrast to the romp¬ 
ing circuses we generally see unfold at many 
of our Cups in other cities.

controversial initiative-was by far among the 
most highly attended seminars of the week¬ 
end. After quick introductions, prolific author 
and cannabis expert witness Chris Conrad 
began the dialogue with a comprehensive 
run-through of the legislation and disclosed 
his support for the measure. 

However, others on the panel were quick 
to voice their concerns. “I see that there 
are important things in AUMA that we have 
to pass-they’re important,” said Debby 
Goldsberry, renowned cannabis activist and 
executive director of the Magnolia Wellness 
Collective. “But then I see a few things in there 
that I think are ‘poison pills.’” 

The one thing that bothers her most about 
AUMA, Goldsberry explained, is that it prohib¬ 
its the use of cannabis anywhere that tobacco 
is used-a right that California’s med-pot 
patients currently have. 

“By taking away that right, I believe that is 
going to continue to target the people who 
are the most targeted by the War on Canna¬ 
bis, which is our black and Latino friends who 
use cannabis, and people who don’t have a 
place to smoke cannabis in their home.” 

Fellow panelist Andrew Koussevitzky, an 
attorney with Margolin & Lawrence, a law firm 
specializing in medical marijuana defenses, 
agreed with Goldsberry’s point regarding 
black and Latino communities, calling it “a 
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Andrew Koussevitzky, Bill Panzer, Debby Goldsberry 
and Chris Conrad led the AUMA seminar. 
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huge issue,” but went on to defend his firm’s 
pro-AUMA stance. 

"It will help the little growers, the little 
sellers, and transporters around the state 
not worry about going to jail,” Koussevitzky 
said. “That’s a huge liberty that we think is 
necessary in order to move forward. And that 
needs to be a priority for everyone before we 
consider money and taxes and the economic 
impact.... We’re still putting people in prison 
nonstop, and it’s crazy. That needs to stop.” 

Rounding out the debate was cannabis 
defense attorney Bill Panzer, who took an 
even more pragmatic approach to the issue, 
pointing out that cold, hard cash is the only 
reason AUMA made it onto this year’s ballot in 
the first place. 

“The bottom line is this: Since Prop. 19, every 
two years there’s been something written 
that’s better than AUMA—potential initiatives 
that would legalize,” Panzer said. “And none 
of them have come up with the money. I’m 
of the opinion that if we don’t go with AUMA 
and wait another two years, then, yes, we can 
definitely get an initiative written that’s better 
than AUMA-but I don’t see where the money’s 
gonna come from to put it on the ballot.” 

Controversy aside, we’re dreaming of the 
day we can hold a recreational Cannabis 
Cup, open to all, in California. Let’s just hope it 
doesn’t take another six years. ^

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With more than half of the United States now recog¬ 
nizing some form of legal marijuana use, medicinal 
or otherwise, the time is right (as in: right now!) to 
find a job in the cannabis industry. By Jen Bernstein 



elcome to the High 
Times Pot Jobs 
Report for 2016. The 
continued main- 
streaming of mari¬ 
juana means more job growth and more 
business opportunities for Americans 
looking to join the green rush. 

Cannabis has now become the fastest- 
growing sector of the US economy. 
According to the research firm New 
Frontier, 2015 was a “watershed year for 
the legal cannabis market,” with sales 
growing from $4.6 billion in 2014 to 
$5.7 billion last year—and the company 
anticipates a 26 percent increase in 2016, 
with the market closing the year at $7.1 
billion. New Frontier further predicts 
that by 2020, legal market sales will soar 
past $22 billion. 

Compared with other industries, 
cannabis is experiencing astronomical 
growth—surpassing the sales figures 
for organic foods, craft beer and hybrid 
vehicles. And if you ask Americans if 
they think marijuana should be legal, a 
resounding 56 percent say “yes,” accord¬ 
ing to the most recent CBS poll. 

Even bigger news may be in store, 
as 2016 could well be the year in which 
the scales are tipped decisively in favor 


of legalization, with seven states—Cali¬ 
fornia, Nevada, Arizona, Massachusetts, 
Maine, Rhode Island and Vermont—vot¬ 
ing on whether to approve recreational 
use by adults. 

But if you really need an indicator 


of marijuana’s popularity, get this: In 
2015, Americans spent nearly five times 
as much money on pot ($3.4 billion) as 
they did on Oreo cookies ($711 million), 
according to “Rebranding Marijuana,” a 
report by the Madison Avenue cultural 

pulse-takers sparks & honey. 


POT OR OREO? 
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Along with marijuana’s mainstream 
acceptance comes plenty of exciting 
career opportunities in the cannabis 
space. But if the industry really is rife 
with jobs and there’s money to be made 
by budding ganja-preneurs, where 
should you start? How do you get your 
foot in the door? 



Tommy Chong 

CEO & Brand Ambassador for Chong’s Choice 
Profession: World-famous comedian, activist, 
actor and stoner 

Locations: 25 dispensaries in California 

Background: Known as one-half of the 
legendary stoner comedy duo Cheech 
& Chong, Tommy Chong didn’t find it 
much of a stretch to create and develop 
a premier cannabis brand. With careful 
attention, he handpicks the highest-grade 
specimens of Chong Daddy Purple, an 
indica strain; My Friend Jack, a sativa ; 
and Choice OG Kush, a hybrid. Round¬ 
ing out the product line are THC-infused 
breath strips, disposable vape pens and a 
five-pack of pre-rolled joints. 

Why cannabis: When it comes to Tommy, 
do you really need to ask? Unlike many 
budding entrants in the legal cannabis 
industry, Chong didn’t exactly need to go 
through a formal interview process, but he 
preaches that you “really have to love what 
you do—and I happen to love weed!” 

Getting involved: Chong says he doesn’t 
seek out marijuana; it just comes to him. 
“The thing about Chong’s Choice, we 
tried different strains, but there’s so many 
strains growing as we speak. So rather 
than going for the strains, we went for the 
whole plant—and the grower. So Chong’s 
Choice is a collection of the best growers 
in America under one banner.” After sign¬ 
ing the growers on, Tommy explains the 
distribution deal and how they connect 
with compassion clubs and dispensaries. 

Qualifications: Never shy about his eter¬ 
nal love for weed, Chong is “unofficially 
known as the Pope of Dope—so I guess my 
title is ‘Pope,’” he says. “Or maybe ‘profes¬ 
sional operational pot tester.’”

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Advice: “To become good at anything,” Tommy says, 
“you have to practice, you have to learn, you have to 
study, you have to research. You gotta research! So my 
word, for everybody, is research. Do your research. If 
you wanna become a grower, learn how to grow. It’s 
not hard, but it is hard... 

“See, in this world—especially in the pot world—no 
one is going to give you anything,” Tommy adds. “I 
can’t give you the expertise, or the love, or the knowl¬ 
edge, or the impetus to do anything unless you really 
want to do it. Find something that you really love to 
do, and that way you’ll never work a day in your life. 
That’s the way my life was.” 


Background: With a solid foundation representing 
clients in regulated industries like alcohol, tobacco 
and firearms, it made perfect sense that Greenspoon 
Marder would expand its national corporate practice 
to include cannabis law. From representing inves¬ 
tors to helping processors and retailers navigate the 
complex and ever-changing world of state laws and 
regulations, Gerald Greenspoon and his firm of 180 
attorneys even have plans to create their own compli¬ 
ance program to help shape the cannabis industry. 

Why cannabis: Over the past several years, 

Greenspoon has observed the maturing of the indus¬ 
try. “Cannabis is a serious business that will continue 
to expand and is here to stay,” he concluded. With cli¬ 
ents across the country expressing significant interest 
in the industry (and with significant dollars to invest), 
Greenspoon saw a lot of people “waiting to enter this 
business and looking for advice and consultation.” 

Getting involved: “We’ve chosen the road of locating

Is the Weed 
Industry for Me? 

David Bernstein of weedhire.com 
suggests asking yourself the fol¬ 
lowing guestions before deciding 
to take the plunge-and mak¬ 
ing sure you have the answers, 
especially before you go for a job 
interview. 

What’s your interest level? 

Are you passionate about cannabis 
and know everything there is to know 
about the industry and the plant? Or 
are you just starting out and willing to 
learn? Whatever your interest level, 
employers will be impressed if you’ve 
done your homework. It also helps 
if you don’t care about the stigma 
that still surrounds cannabis in many 
places. Being a cannabis user isn’t 
necessarily required for getting a job 
in the industry; in fact, depending on 
the position’s responsibilities, a non¬ 
user might even have an advantage 
in getting hired. Either way, employ¬ 
ers will be more likely to hire you 
if you show you understand that 
they’re trying to grow and run a busi¬ 
ness just like any other employer in 
any other industry. Remember, your 
number-one job is to be a valued, 
responsible and reliable member of 
this person’s staff. 

What do you bring to the table? 

If you have marketable skills, chances 
are you can apply them to a job in 
the cannabis industry. Whether your 
expertise is in office management, 
administration, horticulture or biol¬ 
ogy, your skillset and past experience 
will be selling points to a prospective 
cannabusiness employer. 

At the same time, don’t be afraid 
to step outside your basic skills. For 
example, if you have experience in 
any area related to agriculture or 
landscaping, you could fit in on the 
production side of a cannabis grow. If 
you’re involved with construction, you 
can lend your expertise to building 
an indoor facility. The same goes for 
office management, human resources 
or information technology. These 
are areas that form the backbone of 
many businesses, including cannabis- 
related ones. 

How committed are you? 

Any good candidate will take the 
time to understand the industry. Even 


more important is to understand the 
laws of the state that your potential 
employer operates in. If you present 
yourself with a full and clear under¬ 
standing of both the upside and the 
challenges of operating a canna¬ 
business, employers will see how 
dedicated you are to the professional, 
career-development side of your 
goals. 

Where do you see yourself 
in five years? 

This is a typical interview question 
in many industries. For cannabis, it’s 
particularly important. Remember, 
the majority of businesses in this 
industry have been around for only a 
short time. This is a crucial stage for 
many cannabis companies, as the 
next few years will determine their 
staying power as established busi¬ 
nesses. Most employers don’t want 
to deal with high employee turnover, 
and the hiring costs and difficulties in 
qualifying new workers can be even 
more time-consuming and expensive 
for cannabusinesses. 

Are you willing to weather the peaks 
and valleys, or periods in which the 
business takes three steps forward 
and two steps back? 

If you’re seriously looking for a career 
in the cannabis industry, you’re likely 
not going to see a big financial payday 
in the short term. Are you willing to 
take a lower-level (and lower-paying) 
job to gain the necessary experience 
and get your foot in the door? Employ¬ 
ers will know if you’re overqualified for 
a position very quickly and may not 
have the resources to offer a high- 
compensation package right off the 
bat. “Sweat equity” is a term commonly 
used in many startup businesses; 
employers look for potential workers 
who can see the big picture long-term, 
not an immediate payday upfront. 

That’s why it’s important to set 
realistic expectations about what 
kind of compensation you’re looking 
for before you start applying for jobs 
in the industry. Remember, due to 
the sensitive nature of working with 
cannabis (both legally and, in some 
places, socially), employers want 
staffers who will be in place for many 
years and are willing to build their 
career with that business. They’re 
looking for people who want to go 
above and beyond, not just the typical 
9-to-5 employee.

Cultivation 

Cultivation is the hardest part of the mari¬ 
juana business. It takes strict dedication and 
attention to detail to grow an efficient crop. 
We are noticing a huge demand for scalabil¬ 
ity and sustainability for final products for 
consumer and community safety. Under¬ 
standing pesticide regulation by receiving 
your pesticide-application certification and 
pest-management training is one of the most 
important things to being a legal cultivator. 
These certifications will be imperative to get¬ 
ting and keeping a good job in the industry, 
and they could be mandated in some states. 

Horticulture classes and any agricultural 
experience would be beneficial to the growth 
of your skills. You must remember that grow¬ 
ing cannabis is not like growing tomatoes, 
and many business owners will want some¬ 
body who has had hands-on occupational 
experience. Get a job, start at the bottom and 
work your way up is always a great way to 
learn and gain experience. If you work really 
hard, you can excel with the company. 

Topicals 

If you’re an engineer, scientist, doctor or 
somebody with scientific experience, topicals 
can be a very fun side of the cannabis indus¬ 
try. The license required to make topicals is a 
manufacturing license or an infused-product 
manufacturer’s license, known in Colorado 
as the MIPS license. These licenses are not 
required to be vertically integrated (meaning 
that you also grow your own), but they can 
be if you desire—some have cultivation jobs 
attached to the business, but not all do. When 
it comes to infused-product manufacturers, 
the most important thing is safety and cleanli¬ 
ness. Any safety training, food handling, 
packaging, labeling, or wholesale transporta¬ 
tion classes and experience would definitely 
help you land a job working in topicals. 

Edibles 

While edibles manufacturing can be a lot of 
fun, it’s also one of the most regulated parts 
of the cannabis industry. Edibles manufactur¬ 
ers are required to hold an infused-product 
manufacturing license. Jobs and careers 
include cooking, creative design, packaging, 
labeling, artistic design, branding, transporta¬ 
tion and business expansion. Many states 
have required minimum and maximum 
doses, and edibles manufacturers must 


remain in strict compliance to make sure their 
doses do not deviate from those standards. 
Any Health Department classes for food and 
safety handling, and all other required classes 
regarding diseases, molds, microbials, etc., 
would be beneficial to your expertise and 
help land you a job working in edibles. 

Concentrates 

Concentrates are by far the highest-liability 
business for an employer. In Colorado, they’ve 
implemented a Class I, Division I lab build-out 
requirement, which means that employees 
have additional regulations and requirements 
to meet to operate machines, use super- 
critical-fluid extractions and produce final 
products. There are strict regulations from the 
seed to the creation of the infused product, 
to the packaging and final transportation. If 
you want to get a job in concentrates, you 
need to understand safety data sheets and 


supercritical-fluid-extraction safety proce¬ 
dures, and gain occupational experience by 
starting somewhere in one of these facilities. 

Machine safety training is also a plus. A 
good recommendation is to apply for a job 
and learn the business while building relation¬ 
ships. A few years of on-the-job training and 
working your way up will show any employer 
that you’re committed. 

Ancillary Businesses 

Ancillary businesses are by far the fastest- 
growing sector in the cannabis industry. 

Even though this is a new industry and the 
businesses are very young, they can be excel¬ 
lent places to get started. If you’re a designer, 
construction builder, engineer, marketing 
director, event planner, culinary art chef or 
have any other type of experience that could 
be beneficial to the industry, then working for 
an ancillary business would be great for you.

Chefs, Bakers 
and Edibles Creators 

The edibles sector is one of 
the fastest-growing in the 
industry after cultivation. 

If you have culinary skills, 
why not try them out in a 
kitchen creating recipes that 
incorporate cannabis? The 
demand for new products 
and innovative food ideas is 
strong, since a large percent¬ 
age of people using canna¬ 
bis these days, especially for 
medicinal purposes, prefer 
to eat their weed—which 
makes it a smooth way to 
help the medicine go down. 

Extraction Artists 

Career paths in concen¬ 
trates include operators, 
technicians and managers. 
These specialized jobs often 


require a background in 
chemistry or engineering, 
not just an expertise in dab¬ 
bing. But these days, thanks 
to the increasing popularity 
of concentrates, training and 
certificate classes such as 
those offered by Havelick & 
Associates are available to 
help you on your way. 

Recruiters 

Before pot-legal states came 
into the picture, it would’ve 
been impossible to imagine 
a day when recruitment 
offices would specialize in 
hiring professionals for the 
marijuana industry. Today, 
there are firms hiring for full¬ 
time positions in Colorado, 
Oregon and Washington 
State—but since a recruit¬ 
ing business doesn’t work 


with the plant itself, you 
could potentially operate 
one in any state. And as new 
medical states continue to 
come online, businesses 
will turn to recruiters like 
CannaMed Talent Solutions, 
jointhegreenrush.org and 
weedhire.com to help staff 
dispensaries, cultivation 
facilities and offices with the 
most qualified candidates. 

Web Developers 
and Programmers 

Most new cannabis ventures 
will need a website to attract 
and inform the public about 
their services or wares. Web 
developers and programmers 
can easily and seamlessly 
transition their computer 
skills to any new start-up look¬ 
ing to create online presence. 


Compliance Officers 

Historically, marijuana’s 
popularity spread thanks to 
a freewheeling countercul¬ 
ture that existed to break the 
rules, not follow them. These 
days, however, the road to 
legalization is being paved 
by cannabusinesses that 
scrupulously adhere to the 
rules and regulations that 
guide the emerging industry. 
Welcome to the brave new 
world of taxed and regulated 
cannabis, with each state 
creating legal standards for 
these new businesses—as 
well as jobs making sure that 
these standards are being 
followed. If you have a pen¬ 
chant for dotting your I’s and 
crossing your T’s and want to 
help state programs succeed 
while getting paid to do so, 
research the compliance- 
officer jobs posted on 
industry and government 
websites, especially on the

W arts and all, the 

United States is still 
the land of opportu¬ 
nity. The settlers of 
the American West 
knew that. Most migrated to new terri¬ 
tories because the prospects for building 
a better future where they came from 
were few and far between, or because 
the lure of adventure simply dwarfed the 
comforts of home. 

The dream of owning land, or of 
reinventing oneself, roused the pioneer 
spirit in America. Once awakened, it was 
infectious, and America has never had a 
shortage of adventurers. 


There are parallels with Colorado’s 
cannabis industry. When voters passed 
Amendment 20 in 2000, the state consti¬ 
tution was changed to allow the use of 
medical marijuana by doctor-approved 
patients. People began to dream—not 
unlike considering the opportunity to 
board a wagon train heading west: Is 
there a better life out there? Could an 
actual cannabis industry be created? 

Not right away. The industry needed a 
safe trail, one relatively free of danger. So 
during the hrst few years of legal medical 
marijuana in Colorado, the new canna- 
businesses operated cautiously. 

“When we got started back in 2007, we 


were just caregivers,” recalls Jake Salazar, 
the CEO of MMJ America, one of Colo¬ 
rado’s premier dispensary chains. “We 
were growing small amounts of plants, 
doing business with two dispensaries. 
There were only about 1,200 patients in 
the entire state.” 

But the proverbial door marked 
’’opportunity” swung open for Sala¬ 
zar—and a whole lot of other people—in 
2007, when a Denver district judge ruled 
that caregivers could not be limited to 
just hve patients and that the new law 
allowed caregivers to “dispense.” Colo¬ 
rado’s Green Rush was on! 

Salazar was already an experienced

entrepreneur. A native of Boulder, he 
grew up excelling in sports and earned a 
full baseball scholarship to the University 
of Northern Colorado. But life threw him 
a curveball: In his third year there, he 
blew out his knee. 

At age 22, business became Salazar’s 
new ballpark. He opened a Benihana 
franchise, which thrived, and sold it five 
years later at a huge profit. “It was my 
first introduction to business,” he says. 
“How to run it, how to sell it.” 

Salazar is defined by his energy. He’s 
got the sparkplug mentality of a baseball 
middle infielder: tuned to the action and 
quick on his feet. By his mid-20s, he was 
running his own real-estate company, 
though he was increasingly intrigued by 
the cannabis industry. “I had a couple of 
friends who were really good growers,” 
he explains. “I always loved weed—even 
as an athlete, it was my go-to thing. But 
it was the laws surrounding cannabis 
that got me interested. I knew that this 
industry was only going to advance.” 

By 2009, the number of medical mari¬ 
juana patients in Colorado had grown to 
20,000. Then, in October of that year, the 
US Justice Department issued a policy 


memorandum (known as the “Ogden 
memo”) stating that those who used 
cannabis for medical purposes and those 
who distributed it to them should not be 
targets of federal prosecution. 

That pretty much opened the Oregon 
Trail for cannabis entrepreneurs and 
dreamers in Colorado and elsewhere. 

By the following year, the number of 
medical marijuana patients in the state 
surpassed 100,000, and hundreds of dis¬ 
pensaries were in business to serve them. 

For Salazar and his partners, the 
journey began when the dispensary that 
had been purchasing their medicine 
decided to play hardball. “They tried to 
put the squeeze on,” Salazar scoffs. “They 
demanded a lower wholesale price and 
threatened to yank our patients away 
from us. So, instead, we opened our first 
store in Boulder.” 


It was a small operation, with Web 
advertising only, but it flourished. As the 
industry took root, MMJ America began 
working with other businesses that were 
helping to draw up the legislation gov¬ 
erning them. 

“We began to build a business model 
based on multiple store locations and 
a larger cultivation,” Salazar says. 

“We dipped into our own pockets and 
brought on working partners, and over 
the past six years, we’ve worked together 
and expanded. We’ve now got seven 
stores in Colorado and another in Las 
Vegas, just off the Strip, with 40,000 
square feet to grow in.” 

MMJ America also offers consulting 
services in other states where the laws 
permit grow operations and canna¬ 
bis commerce. But the current crown 
jewel of MMJ America is its sprawling 
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Tasha serves 
as dispensary 
manager at MMJ 
America’s Boul¬ 
der location.

greenhouse in Denver, a 60,000-square- 
foot facility on 3.2 acres. It was once 
Dardano’s Flowerland, Denver’s oldest 
garden center. When it closed, MMJ 
America took over the property. Suffice it 
to say, the flowers growing here are now 
in great demand. 

The space is also being converted into 
an interactive attraction for the public 
to visit, with a retail space as well as 
viewing areas of the impressive cannabis 
garden. 

One of MMJ America’s foremost goals 
has been to expand into the genetics 
game. “In 2011, it became an important 
part of our business model,” Salazar says. 
“Before that, we were running everybody 
else’s stuff and really didn’t understand 
the breeding process. So we just dipped 
into High Times, read about these breed¬ 
ers—where they lived, how to get a hold 
of them, like the Amsterdam guys who’ve 
been doing this for 20 years. We started 
flying around the world, finding these 
breeders and learning from them. We 
wanted to be a one-stop shop. We didn’t 
want to outsource it; we wanted to do it 
ourselves.” 

Salazar credits his lead grower Malek 
as the force behind the thriving Vault 
seed bank. Malek leads a gardening crew 
that nurtures the 18 strains found in the 
Vault’s portfolio. 

“It’s almost five years now,” Salazar 
says. “We really didn’t enter any Can¬ 
nabis Cups with the Vault genetics 
until 2013, and that was when we really 
started gaining some notoriety. At the 
Cannabis Cup in Amsterdam in 2014, 
with our grower friends in Amsterdam 
running our genetics, we took home 
three Cups. That was a huge deal for us, 
because we don’t sell seeds on the inter¬ 
national market; we sell them only in our 
brick-and-mortar stores.” 

MMJ America found itself in the 
winners’ circle repeatedly at this year’s 
Colorado Cannabis Cup in April, taking 
top honors for both Best Indica (Larry 
Walker OG) and Best Indica Concentrate 
(Cherry Kush Live Resin Batter). The 
company also saw three of its entries win 
second-place medals—Tora Bora for Best 
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CBD Flower; Tora Bora Curese Resin Sap 
for Best CBD Concentrate; and Peach 
Ringz Micron 90 for Best Non-Solvent 
Hash. It also grabbed third place in the 
Best Sativa Flower category for J-Walker. 

In the dynamic new cannabis indus¬ 
try, national brand-name recognition 
has become the goal. For Salazar, it’s a 
near-obsession. 

“I have a dual role as CEO,” he 
explains. “First, we want to expand the 
brand and the business model of MMJ. 
Second, we’ve created a company out of 
Delaware called Blue Label Holdings, to 
which we’ve licensed all of our branding 
with all of our trademarks. This includes 
our standard operating procedures, 
our genetics, and all of our findings 
through DNA profiling and genomic 
research. We now market this consulting 
company across the country. We offer

a full-package deal where we come in 
and lobby high-level politicians and help 
create regulation. We’ve already been 
brought in by government agencies and 
consulted on laws. But we help indi¬ 
vidual investors, too, who want to help 
move their markets forward. We’ve been 
brought in to consult on people’s cultiva¬ 
tion operations and people’s brands. Gen¬ 
erally, once we work them, people realize 
that this is a really good brand.” 

However, he’s quick to point out that 
dreams and good intentions only go so 
far. “A lot of companies borrow money; 
they look at investor money as profit,” 
Salazar observes. “That’s because they’ve 
never had that kind of money in their 
accounts before, so they don’t know how 
to act. They’ll go out and overspend. But 
what really made you money? Were you 
watching the actual nuts and bolts of 
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your company? Were you watching your 
payroll? Were you watching your taxes? 
Were you watching what you spend on 
advertising? Were you actually paying 
attention to what your bottom line is? 

Do you know what your price per pound 
is, especially if your yields fluctuate? 

Do you watch your balance sheets and 
your P&Ls? This is all Business 101 stuff. 
Keeping your attention focused on these 
essentials is the key to success in this 
industry—or in any industry.” ^

It’s June 1991 in Deer Creek, Indiana, and the Grateful Dead and their entourage 
are pulling into town for a two-night run. Little does anyone suspect that marijuana 
history is about to be made. The Dead’s tours had long been known as a nexus for 
cannabis trades and pot-seed dissemination, but these summertime shows at the 
Deer Creek Amphitheater are now legendary for more than just their three-hour 
set lists. Something happened on Shakedown Street that changed the course of can¬ 
nabis connoisseurship forever. 

Because these are the shows at which Chemdog, the man, discovered Chem Dog, 
the strain. Want to know more? You just gotta poke around... 
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As the story goes, Chem met P-Bud and 
Joe Brand on the lot in Deer Creek and 
purchased an ounce of a strain called 
Dogbud for $500. Later, he asked Joe 
to mail a few more ounces to him in 
Western Massachusetts, one of which 
contained 13 magic seeds. 

Joe Brand says he got a few pounds of 
Dogbud from some friends of a friend in 
Crested Butte, Colorado. Allegedly, the 
strain originated somewhere on the Cali¬ 
fornia/Oregon border. They called it the 
Dog, but Joe thought it tasted “chemmy” 
and nicknamed it Chem. Some called it 
Chemweed and others Dogbud. Chem 
combined the two names and came up 
with Chem Dog. 

As P-Bud himself recently recounted 
to me, “It’s amazing that the Chem Dog 


strains have been preserved all these 
years. When I first saw the Dogbud in 
1991,1 could not believe what I was 
seeing—I’m so glad Chem found those 
seeds and did what he did with them. 
And it was never ‘Chem Dawg ’— it’s 
always been ‘Chem Dog.’ It’s a combina¬ 
tion of ‘Chemweed’ and ‘Dogbud.’ Joe 
Brand and I started calling the Dogbud 
‘Chemweed’ because it tasted so strong. 
Chem took the words ‘Chem’ and ‘Dog,’ 
and there you have it... ” 

When Chem got home from the tour, 
he popped the first four of the 13 seeds. 
One plant was unfortunately a male 
and discarded. The three females were 
dubbed “Chem Dog” (now known as the 
Chem 91), “Chem Dog A” (now Chem’s 
Sister) and “Chem Dog B.” The 91 imme¬ 
diately became the most desirable and 


went on to serve as a parent for many of 
the most popular strains of the last 25 
years, including Sour Diesel, OG Kush 
and their many offspring. But these con¬ 
tinue to be matters of much dispute, so 
let’s hear from the folks who were there. 

DID CHEM DOC BIRTH IDDR DIEIEI? 

Interestingly, another jamband concert 
played a pivotal role in spreading the 
gospel of Chem Dog. Phish’s 1992 show 
at the Roseland Ballroom in New York 
City is where Chem and Weasel first met. 
Once they realized they both had the 
fire, a friendship was forged and cuttings 
exchanged: Chem 91 went with Weasel 
to Staten Island, while RFK made its 
way to Western Mass. Just as the Dead 
passed their torch to Phish, so did Chem 
pass the flame to future generations of 
enthusiasts. 

In late 1994, Chem’s New York City 
acquaintance AJ (short for “Asshole Joe,” 
though he’s actually quite a nice guy) 
named an accidental cross of Chem 91 
and an unknown hermie from Weasel’s 
growroom “Diesel”; it was later dubbed 
“The Sour” by some friends in Albany, 
and eventually became famous as the 
NYC Diesel, AJ Sour Diesel or East Coast 
Sour Diesel. It quickly became the strain 
of choice for New York City’s cannabis 
connoisseurs and hip-hop elites. Follow¬ 
ing a crackdown on urban weed spots by 
Mayor Rudolph Giuliani, the city’s deliv¬ 
ery services began to thrive and make 
a name for themselves largely on their 
ability to provide the real Sour Diesel. 

Retailing at $50 for about two grams, 
the Sour commanded prices heretofore 
unknown in the marijuana market. It 
wasn’t unusual to hear of Wall Street 
types paying $800 to $1,000 an ounce 
during the late ’90s, and the demand 
for super-potent strains continued to 
increase in the 2000s. The inadvertent 
impregnation of the Chem 91 with stray 
pollen, possibly from the DNL, produced 
one of the most iconic marijuana strains 
in history—often copied but never 
duplicated. 

AJ tells me: “In 1993,1 was a young, 
bright-eyed 20-year-old who was lucky 
enough to be standing in the right place 
at the right time. I’m eternally grateful 
to the spirit of this plant for all that it’s 
done to enhance my life. The fact that 
there’s a large, ever-growing constitu¬ 
ency of people who have embraced the 
Dog and want to know everything about 
its history makes me happy and proud 
to have had a very small part in that 
story.” 
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DIDEHEM DOB BIRVH 
OB KUSH? 

Less easily substantiated, the 
legend of OG Kush starts in 
Lake Tahoe, California, where 
a member of the crew—since 
deceased—traveled circa 1994 
with an S-l (selfed first-genera¬ 
tion) bag seed of the Chem 91. 
Chem himself mentions some 
Dead shows in Tampa as the 
possible origin, since there were 
certainly some seeded Chem 
Dog buds sold on the lot during 
that leg of the tour. The prov¬ 
enance of the OG will always be 
in dispute, but its resemblance 
to the 91, and its proximity to 
the Chem family, makes this 
one of the more compelling and 
believable origin stories. 

MIBHIHIWEIft 

In 2001, Chem germinated 
three more of the magic seeds, 
labeling them “Chem Dog C,” 

“D” and “E,” with “D” being the 
keeper and becoming known 
as the Chem D. Over the years, 
Chem popped more beans 
and engaged in some amateur 
breeding projects, producing 
several other notable varieties 
like the Bubble Chem (Chem’s 
Sister x Sagarmatha’s Bubble- 
berry), Super Snowdog (Bubble 
Chem x [Superskunk x Oregon 
Sno]), Giesel (Chem D x Mass 
Superskunk) and Dawg Daze, 
a.k.a. Chem Haze (Chem D 
x [1993 Sensi Seeds NL #5 x 
Haze]). 

VHE POWER 01VHE DOB 

In a recent High Times cover 
story, “The Strongest Strains on 
Earth 2016,” my colleague Nico 
Escondido detailed the astound¬ 
ing potency of the Chem Dog 
entered into our 2015 Colorado 
Cannabis Cup by Next Harvest. 
Extensive lab tests showed the 
strain reaching a new milestone, 
coming in at a whopping 32.13 
percent THC—the first time ever 
that a strain entered in one of 
our competitions topped the 30 
percent mark. This will come as 
no surprise to anyone who has 
smoked the pure Chem Dog, 
but it certainly confirms the 
strength of this sensi stalwart. 



EROWIHE BHEM DOB 

(from HT, May ’06) 

Chem’s growing mix is regular Pro-Mix fortified with FoxFarm Marine Cuisine. Alternating 
between FoxFarm and Earth Juice products, he feeds mildly and only vegetates his plants 
for a week or so in 1-gallon buckets. Upon flowering, he transplants into 5-gallon buckets 
into which he also adds earthworm castings. 

Even Chemdog’s pest-control techniques are all organic. He chooses to use Safer Soap 
and yellow sticky traps to take care of stray mites and whiteflies. Knowing that vinegar 
and wine attract fungus gnats, he places the cups at plant level to drown these annoying 
insects. 

In between feedings, Chemdog uses plain water, 1 gallon per bucket every three days and 
then every two days during heavy flowering. In addition to the regular nutrient feedings, he 
provides humic acids in the form of Europonic Fossil Fuel once a week. During the last two 
weeks of flowering, only plain water is used to leach out any remaining salts. 

The leaching process causes the fan leaves to turn fall colors, some yellows but also radi¬ 
ant reds and purples, as excess nitrogen and other nutrients are extracted. This results in 
clean-burning buds that burn to a light white ash, enhancing the flavor and smokeability of 
these amazing strains.

In 2006, Chem reunited with Joe Brand and gave him four 
of the last six beans. Joe preferred the fourth one popped 
(Chem #4) and calls it the “Reunion PhenoChem-related 
strains continue to entice pot aficionados and make a name 
for themselves, culminating in an article by yours truly titled 
“CSI: Cannabis Strain Investigation—In Search of Chem Dog” 

(May ’06), as well as my selection of Chem Dog as one of High 
Times’ Top 10 Strains of the Year for 2006. 

Unfortunately, the summer of 2011 brought some unwanted 
attention from law enforcement to Chem’s door, and he was 
arrested and charged with cultivation and possession, forcing 
him to lie low for several years while serving his probation. 

During this lean time—in which Chem lost his home, his car 
and more—friends like Ben at the IC Collective, Skunk VA and 
that guy from Maine who kept the strains alive and thriving. 

Ben even won the High Times Cannabis Cup for Best Indica in 
2014 in Sonoma County, California, with Chem Scout! 

Another person working closely with Chem genetics is JJ 
NYC of Top Dawg Seeds. JJ changed his strain names to the 
“Dawg” spelling to honor the original varieties and differentiate them from his own breeding projects, such as the Tres Dawg 
(Chem D x Double Dawg), Star Dawg (Chem #4 x Tres Dawg) and Black Dawg (Black Widow x Star Dawg). 

JJ NYC tells me: “I’m just happy and lucky enough to be associated with some of the people who were involved with one of the 
strongest strains available today. I would like to thank Joe B, P-Bud, Chemdog, the Weasel and Skunk VA. Everyone had a little role 
in the creation and preservation of the Chem Dog and its hybrids. I’m just amazed they’ve gone on to set the strain trends that we 
have around the world today. At the time, we had no idea that we were dealing with one of the strongest strains on the planet.” 

These days, Chem is happy to be finished with his legal issues. He’s blowing glass pipes influenced by his mentor, Bob Snodgrass 
(follow @chemdog_glass on Instagram), and looking to expand the Chemdog brand. He owns the trademark for the name and will 
soon be appearing at marijuana gatherings, as well as collaborating with the IC Collective on some new genetics. So, until then: 
“Don’t be a collector of more than you need / Got a lot of things growing, but keep watching your seeds... ” ^

For nearly 40 years, indoor horticultural lighting didn’t change much. 
Every cannabis cultivator, from clandestine home growers to commer¬ 
cial medical outfits and large-scale industrial operations, used tradi¬ 
tional high-intensity discharge (HID) lights, either metal halide (MH) or 
high-pressure sodium (HPS), in their gardens. 

Then things did start to change. We shifted from magnetic bal¬ 
lasts to the more efficient electronic and digital ones. Next came digi¬ 
tal bulbs that were more compatible with the new technology. As this 
innovation continued, a plethora of new lighting options emerged, 
including light-emitting diode (LED) lamps, ceramic bulbs, double- 
ended bulbs, induction lamps and plasma lights. But which of these 
new lighting technologies are truly the best for horticultural use? As 
always, we turn to science for the answer. 

Photobiology 101 

Plants exist on the planet Earth because of a unique biological process 
known as photosynthesis, in which the sun’s energy is captured by the 
plant and converted into the biochemical energy needed to power 
life. The sun’s energy, as the visible radiation we call light, travels to 
the plant in the form of elementary particles known as photons. The 
plants absorb these subatomic particles through various pigments in 
their leaves. It is this energy that allows for the photochemical reaction 
known as photosynthesis to take place. In its most simplistic form, the 
equation for photosynthesis looks like this: 


C0 2 + H 2 0 + photon energy = organic matter (glucose) + 0 2 

Glucose is the sugar or plant food created by the photosynthetic pro¬ 
cess. Without sunlight, plants—to say nothing of all life on Earth— 
would have never come into existence. So what does all of this mean 
for our indoor cannabis gardens? 

Simply stated, it means that our indoor horticultural lighting should 
mimic, to the greatest extent possible, nature’s own powerful source 
of light, which all plants—including cannabis-have evolved under for 
many millions of years. More specifically, the artificial light generated by 
grow lamps should provide the same photosynthetically active radia¬ 
tion (PAR) that sunlight does. Our traditional HID bulbs, which date back 
to the 1970s, did as well as the technology would permit in this regard. 

However, in the past five years, major strides have been made in 
lighting technologies, and many new products offer varying spec- 
trums for optimal plant growth and yields. Some even claim that these 
spectrums are better for our plants than the full-spectrum white light 
provided by the sun. How can we know which claims are valid, as well 
as how these varying spectrums will affect our gardens, before we 
drop buckets of money on new lighting gear? To answer these ques¬ 
tions, we first need to look at the various spectral colors (also known 
as wavelengths or frequencies) to see just how much they contribute 
to the plant’s photosynthetic processes, which directly affect its devel¬ 
opment, quality and yield. 
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How Various Wavelengths 
Affect Photosynthesis 

We probably all remember our good friend 
ROY G. BIV from grade-school science class: 
The acronym stands for “red, orange, yel¬ 
low, green, blue, indigo, violet,” the colors (or 
wavelengths) that comprise the visible spec¬ 
trum of light. 

Much research has been done on the 
effects of light at various wavelengths on 
plant growth. We know that different pig¬ 
ments within the plants utilize specific wave¬ 
lengths, as measured in nanometers (nm), for 
different growth and development processes. 
In cannabis, these processes directly affect 
yield as well as cannabinoid and terpene pro¬ 
duction. Let’s take a look at the benefits of dif¬ 
ferent spectral wavelengths. 

Ultraviolet Light (10 nm - 400 nm) 

Overexposure to UV light is as dangerous for most 
flora as it is for humans. Still, small amounts of near- 
UV light can have beneficial effects for cannabis. In 
many cases, UV light is an important contributor to 
plant colors (pigments like purple or bright green) 
as well as tastes and aromas (terpenes). This is an 
indication of near-UV light’s effects on metabolic 
processes. Research shows that 385 nm UV light 
promotes the accumulation of aromatic organic 
compounds and enhances the antioxidant activity 
of plant extracts, though it doesn’t have any signifi¬ 
cant effect on the growth process itself. 

In cannabis, the plant uses its trichomes (resin 
glands) to act as a sunscreen to protect against 
abnormal amounts of UV. Some growers have tried 
giving their plants greater amounts of UV light to 
cause them to produce more resin and thus increase 
potency. But while some increases in potency have 
been recorded using this method, most advanced 
growers don’t advocate using “stress factors” like UV 
light to increase resin production. 

Blue Light (400 nm - 520 nm) 

The blue part of the spectrum, which for our pur¬ 
poses includes indigo and violet, enables photo¬ 
receptors in the plant called cryptochromes and 
phototropins to mediate its responses, includ¬ 
ing phototropic curvature, inhibition of elongated 
growth, chloroplast movement, stomatal opening 
and seedling-growth regulation. Blue light affects 
chlorophyll formation and photosynthetic processes 
and, through the cryptochrome and phytochrome 
system, raises the photomorphogenic response, 
which involves the plant’s form and structure. 

Blue wavelengths at around 450 nm encour¬ 
age vegetative growth through the promotion of 
strong roots and intense photosynthesis, and they 
are often used as supplemental lighting for seed¬ 
lings and young plants during the vegetative stage, 
especially when stretching must be reduced or 
eliminated. Blue wavelengths also carry the high¬ 
est amount of photon energy of the spectral 
wavelengths.

Green Light (520 nm - 560 nm) 

Contrary to popular belief, not all green light is reflected by 
the plants’ chlorophyll. In fact, green light is often used as a 
tool for eliciting specific responses such as stomatal control, 
phototropism, photomorphogenic growth and environmental 
signaling. Combined with blue, red and far-red wavelengths, 
green light completes a comprehensive spectral treatment for the 
plant’s physiological activity. Because it can penetrate further into 
the leaf than red or blue light, any additional green light in strong 
white (i.e., full-spectrum) lighting would increase leaf photosyn¬ 
thesis to a greater extent than additional red or blue light. Thus, 
the presence of green light serves to boost the plant’s energy and 
yields, especially in bigger plants during the flowering stage. 

Yellow/Orange Light (560 nm - 640 nm) 

The 624 nm region has the highest photosynthetic relative quan¬ 
tum yield for a range of plants. At the same time, its action on red- 
absorbing phytochrome is considerably weaker compared with 
that of 660 nm red light, which means it can be used to balance 
the phytochrome equilibrium toward lower values (i.e., closer to 
those of daylight) than those achievable with 660 nm red light, 
especially when used with 730 nm far-red light, as discussed below. 

Red Light (640 nm - 700 nm) 

Red light, the longest wavelength in PAR, affects phytochrome 
reversibility and is the most important for photosynthesis, flower¬ 
ing and fruiting regulation. These wavelengths encourage stem 
growth as well as chlorophyll, flowering and bud production. Sev¬ 
eral studies have demonstrated that plants showed the most 
growth in the vegetative phase under 650 nm light. Similarly, in 
the germination phase, 680 nm light spurs the greatest growth 
rate for freshly popped seeds. 

The 660 nm wavelength has a very strong action on photo¬ 
synthesis and also exhibits the highest action on red-absorbing 
phytochrome in regulating germination, flowering and other pro¬ 
cesses. Also, red light is very effective for extending the light cycle 
to prevent the flowering of short-day plants such as cannabis. 

Far-Red Light (700+ nm) 

Even though the 730 nm wavelength is outside the PAR range, 
it has the strongest action on the far-red absorbing form of phy¬ 
tochrome, converting it back to the red-absorbing form. Studies 
show that it is necessary for plants requiring relatively low val¬ 
ues of the phytochrome photoequilibrium to flower; thus, far red 
can be used at the end of each light cycle to promote flowering in 
short-day plants. 



Artificial Sunshine 

One of the more intriguing 
advancements in lighting 
technologies of the past 
few years is the unit shown 
here, originally produced 
by Life Light Technologies 
and is now manufactured by 
Garrison Technologies, Inc. 
The light spinners come in 
four arm units and spin to 
deliver light from multiple 
angles for superior light 
penetration into the plant 
canopy. The spinning system 
also cools the light itself and 
creates air movement within 
the growing space. 

The real science, however, 
comes into play with the 
SunPulse bulbs, which come 
in four different Kelvin 
rated temperatures; each 
bulb produces a specific 
color of light. By adding a 
different bulb in each arm, 
the spinning action creates a 
full-spectrum, white light that 
comes the closest to that of 
natural sunlight out of all new 
lighting tech and has been 
unmatched since. 

Additionally, the bulbs 
are true, digitally compatible 
bulbs that use advanced 
pulse start technology (made 
specifically for the new 
digital/ electronic ballasts) 
making them far more 
efficient than traditional HID 
bulbs. SunPulse created the 
first digital HID lamps for 
horticulture in the 1990’s 
and designed one of the first 
matched lamp and e-ballast 
sets in the industry. 
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This nursery is. 
using MH.HPS 
and fluorescent 
bulbs to better 
mimic natural 
sunlight. 


Pigments & Light Absorption 

One method for determining the spectral- 
absorption curves in plant photosynthesis 
(chart, top right) is to closely examine the pig¬ 
ments found in the leaves, which are directly 
involved in photosynthesis. Scientists can 
measure the rate at which these pigments 
absorb light and can even break down their 
absorption rates for each wavelength. 

Leaf pigments such as chlorophyll gener¬ 
ally reside within chloroplasts, which are sub¬ 
units of plant cells. The chloroplasts’ main role 
is to conduct photosynthesis, in which chlo¬ 
rophyll captures photon energy from sun¬ 
light, converts it and then stores it in ATP and 
NADPH (energy-storage molecules). They 
then use the ATP and NADPH to make organic 
molecules from carbon dioxide in a process 
known as the Calvin cycle. These organic mol¬ 
ecules are the basis for the plant’s food. 

The pigments in the chloroplasts each 
absorb different wavelengths, and they absorb 
them at varying rates. As the photosynthetic 
process occurs throughout the leaf, various 
wavelengths of light are absorbed at differ¬ 
ent locations, providing different forms of light 
energy, much like a multivitamin provides a 
range of different minerals to help the human 
body create proteins and energy. Here’s a look 
at the major pigments in plant leaves and the 
specific wavelengths they utilize most: 

Chlorophyll-a. This is the most abundant 
pigment in plants. It absorbs light with wave¬ 
lengths of 430 nm (blue) and 662 nm (red) 
and reflects green light, making plants appear 
green to humans. 

Chlorophyll-b. This molecule has a struc¬ 
ture similar to that of chlorophyll-a, and it 
absorbs lighter shades of red and blue (453 
nm and 642 nm, maximally). It is not as abun¬ 
dant as chlorophyll-a and probably evolved 


later. Chlorophyll-b increases the range of 
light that a plant can use for energy, absorb¬ 
ing some yellow and heavier orange shades 
as well. 

Carotenoids. This is a class of accessory 
pigments that occur in all photosynthetic 
organisms. They are completely hydropho¬ 
bic (fat-soluble) and exist in lipid membranes. 
Carotenoids absorb light maximally between 
460 nm and 550 nm and appear orange or 
yellow to humans, as most of these wave¬ 
lengths are reflected. Carotenoids can also 
absorb the green wavelengths reflected by 
both chlorophyll-a and -b. 

Basic Conclusions 

At the onset of this article, we asked which 
lighting technologies are truly the best for 
horticultural applications. In reviewing the 
science of the last several decades, we can 
come to some basic conclusions. We see 
that every color of the visible-light spec¬ 
trum has a significant role to play in a plant’s 
development. This includes the plant’s struc¬ 
ture, health, growth rate, yield and potency, 
as both cannabinoid and terpene pro¬ 
duction are dependent on optimal plant 
development. 

Delving deeper to consider the role of the 
plant’s pigments in using energy, we see that 
at every point along the way, these pigments 
are absorbing various wavelengths of light at 
different rates and in different places within 
the plant. Each pigment and wavelength 
makes a specific contribution to the overall 
process of creating sugars. In many respects, 
light serves as a multivitamin for plants, with 
each wavelength acting as a mineral that 
contributes a specific energy and function 
toward creating the plant’s food. These are 
the processes that lead to better plant health,

which in turn increases yields and potency. 

When we combine these facts with the 
simple notions of evolution and Mother 
Nature, it becomes quite clear that full-spec¬ 
trum white light provides the best growth 
environment for plants. However, we also 
find a few surprises when we consider 
spectral absorption. First, green light isn’t 
reflected nearly as much as people assume. 
Further, yellow and orange light has the 
lowest absorption rates of any of the vis¬ 
ible wavelengths. This calls into question 
just how effective (and efficient) the more 
orange-hued HPS bulbs really are during 
flowering, but it also offers a strong argu¬ 
ment for supplemental lighting during the 
flowering stage in order to achieve a fuller 
spectrum of white light. 

In the end, we can always turn to science 
for the answers, but there is also the easy- 
and more obvious-solution: the outdoor 
classroom. All we need to do is study plants in 
their natural environs and take a look around. 
When we step outside and want to see what 
makes a 12-foot cannabis plant thrive, all we 
need to do is look up. ^

It’s a musical love letter to the Mitten State, and I’ve 
had it playing on repeat since the Medical Cannabis Cup in Clio 
on June 11 and 12. It was such a wonderful time, in fact, that 
High Times is returning to the Auto City Speedway for a second 
event in late August! 

We received a very warm welcome from Michiganders for 
our June Cup. The two-day event unfolded in a lazy, languid, 
amiable atmosphere, as the sunny skies and high temperatures 
kept everyone moving slowly and stopping to hydrate often. 

The Auto City Speedway is a racetrack, so the expo booths 
were set up along the curving roadway. Patients ambled 
through while medicating freely in the open air, and were 
greeted with wares and medicines of all kinds to sniff and 
sample, courtesy of premier Michigan cannabusinesses like 
Arborside Compassion and Mataren Organic Gardens, as well 
as nationally recognized companies like Advanced Nutrients 
and Herbal Solutions. 

VIP guests enjoyed a huge, tented High Society Lounge, 
where Magical Butter presented a lip-smackingly good brunch, 
with eggs and flapjacks and infused maple syrup and strawber¬ 
ry jam to help folks start the day off lifted.

TIMES INTERVIEW 


O NE FORTUNATE WAY TO 

spend Friday the 13th 

IS GETTING STONED, LIS¬ 
TENING to the Grateful 
Dead and waiting for 
Bill Kreutzmann to call. 

A FOUNDING MEMBER OF THE DEAD, 

Kreutzmann anchored the legend¬ 
ary band’s drumming, both solo and in 

TANDEM (AS THE “RHYTHM DEVILS”) WITH 

Mickey Hart. It was back in 1965 that 
Kreutzmann first hooked up with 
Jerry Garcia, Phil Lesh, Bob Weir and 
Ron “Pigpen” McKernan. Together, 

THEY STARTED THE GROUP THAT WOULD 
MORPH INTO THE DEAD, SOON SERVING AS 
THE HOUSE BAND FOR AUTHOR/LSD AVA¬ 
TAR Ken Kesey and the Merry Prank¬ 
sters’ GROUNDBREAKING ACID TESTS. 

The Dead would go on to enjoy a 
rich 30-year run, producing both live 

EXPERIMENTATION AND CLASSIC SONGS 
THAT STAND THE TEST OF ETERNITY. SINCE 
THE DEATH OF GARCIA IN 1995 AND THE 
INEVITABLE BREAK-UP OF THE BAND, BILL 
HAS SPENT THE LAST 20 YEARS CARRYING 

on the Dead’s prodigious legacy—and 

OCCASIONALLY GROWING SOME GOOD OUT¬ 
DOOR bud. He’s also collaborated with 
NEO-JAMBANDS LIKE THE DlSCO BISCUITS 
AND, IN TANDEM WITH BISCUITS KEY¬ 
BOARDIST Aron Magner, has created 
A MORE 21ST-CENTURY APPROACH TO THE 

Dead’s music with Billy & the Kids. 

In 2015, Kreutzmann and his fel¬ 
low SURVIVING BANDMATES GRABBED THE 
SPOTLIGHT AGAIN WITH THEIR 50TH-ANNI- 
VERSARY TRIBUTE SERIES “FARE THEE 

Well,” which led in turn to his cur¬ 
rent combo, Dead & Company. Having 

JUST MARKED HIS 70TH BIRTHDAY BEFORE 
GOING OUT ON YET ANOTHER TOUR, BlLL 
PHONED HT TO DISCUSS HIS ILLUSTRIOUS 
PAST, PRESENT AND FUTURE, IMPARTING 
MANY LIFE LESSONS ALONG THE WAY— 
ESPECIALLY TO AVOID EATING FAST-FOOD 
CHICKEN WHILE BLAZING ON ACID! 
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Hi, Bill! I’m listening to 8/17/72, 
“The Other One,” with your 
drum solo. 

Oh, good... ’72, that was a 
great year for us. 

Happy belated birthday! How 
are you doing? 

It kind of feels like I have a 
new life going on, with a new 
band [Dead & Company]... 
and I’m living with my wife 
Aimee in San Francisco more 
than I am in Hawaii because 
I’m playing more music now. 
It’s good. 

What did you find most fulfill¬ 
ing about “Fare Thee Well” and 
the Dead’s 50th anniversary? 

I really liked having all the 
Deadheads get together for 
a giant event; it was really 
amazing to see all that love 
in one place. It just reminded 
me how important Deadheads 
and the culture really are in 
life, and to celebrate it. I’m 
not going to say the Grateful 
Dead created that culture, but 
we certainly were a part of it. 

What’s the difference between 
playing behind Trey Anastasio 
at “Fare Thee Well” and John 
Mayer with Dead & Company? 

They both know the Grate¬ 
ful Dead’s music so well from 
their hearts, and because each 
guitarist is different, they take 
the music that exists and then 
play it at an even higher level 
with their own personality. 

How do you respond to criti¬ 
cism from a certain faction of 
Deadheads who perceived 
“Fare Thee Well” as the Dead’s 
final shows, and then criticized 
the later formation of Dead & 
Company? 

I want to keep playing 
music. Having John come into 
the band made it a really good 
thing to do, to play music at 
this level. Some people said it 
was a “money grab,” but that’s 
total BS. It’s playing music for 
the love of music. 

I’m not going to pass on 
the opportunity to play with 
these musicians, who keep 
the music alive as well as

any group. Dead & Company 
rehearsed for over a month 
before our first tour, and 
we’re starting up this coming 
Monday [May 16] for another 
few weeks of rehearsal before 
we go out on tour again. 

Part of that tour warm-up 
included a free show at San 
Francisco’s Fillmore, which we 
were lucky enough to attend. 
Dead & Company performed 
classics like “Dark Star,” and 
the band genuinely seemed to 
enjoy themselves onstage. 

Right on. That’s the beauty 
of it—keeping the music alive 
in the right way, with joy and 
happiness. We look at each 
other and smile a lot when we 
play. And we also close our 
eyes and get real deep. 

You have the camaraderie, 
yet you can each go into your 
individual space. 

Absolutely. 

With Billy & the Kids, you’re the 
only drummer. Is it easier or 
harder playing alone? 

It’s not easier or harder- 
just completely different. 
When I’m playing with Billy 
& the Kids, I play much fuller, 
because there’s more space 
there; I’m by myself, so I don’t 


have to tie up with another 
drummer trying to accom¬ 
plish that giant, monster two- 
drummer thing. When I play 
by myself, I can play more 
open, freer, and the music is 
different. 

Now when there are two 
drummers, I have to concen¬ 
trate and listen to Mickey— 

I have to really, really lock 
in with him to become this 
four-armed, four-legged drum 
monster. That only works 
when you have two peo¬ 
ple doing it right; then you 
can become this giant drum 
machine. One drummer can’t 
do that... not really [laughs]. 

What goes into the Rhythm 
Devils’ creation of the “Drums” 
section of the concerts? 

We come up with a theme 
for the night for inspiration, 
like “End of the World”— 

I’ll use that one as an exam¬ 
ple, since Donald Trump 
is running for president 
[laughs], Mickey has some 
various recorded music that 
we rotate and use like “rhyth¬ 
mic carpets” that we can play 
anything on from show to 
show. 

What’s the best drug for playing 
drums? 


Without a doubt, it’s canna¬ 
bis. Physically playing drums 
on acid is a whole different 
thing. Marijuana is the best 
for playing because it keeps 
you relaxed. People think 
a drummer is better if he’s 
“stimulated.” But that’s not 
true—just the opposite. Dur¬ 
ing the day, if I have a long 
rehearsal session, I’ll vape 
with cannabis with lower 
THC—only 20 percent—and 
higher on the CBD content, 
which allows me to warm 
up much faster. A lot of peo¬ 
ple don’t know that cannabis 
improves your circulation. 

Do you favor indica or sativa 
strains? 

I like them all, except that 
really strong, pure indica is 
too heavy for me—I’m speech¬ 
less or I’ll go to sleep on you. 
So I use hybrids. And then 
I love pure strains of sativa 
that get your mind going... I 
love that the best. 

Preferred method of smoking? 

I use vaporizer pens. I love 
these pens, all the different 
varieties. There’s nothing that 
beats the smell, the terpenes, 
the flavor and the high from 
smoking flowers, but unfor¬ 
tunately [combustion] is a 
bit hard on my lungs after 
a while. It was my birthday 
last Saturday [May 7], and I 
smoked everything I wanted, 
and there are roaches all over 
the house [laughs], I had a 
good birthday party. 

How about some ganja-growing 
tips from a member of the 
Grateful Dead? 

I’ve grown for a couple of 
years now, except this very 
last year because I’ve been 
playing with Dead & Com¬ 
pany. I’ve never grown indoor, 
only outdoor. Growing in 
Hawaii is tricky, because the 
longest day is only 13 hours. 

So if you don’t have the lights 
on when you first put your 
plants in the vegetation stage, 
they immediately turn to 
buds, and you end up with 
these 2-foot plants—that’s 
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all you get. So the first 
month I use lights so the 
buds get fat and juicy, and 
when the days get closer 
to 13 hours and the plants 
look right, I take down the 
lights—depending on an 
individual plant’s needs— 
and that works okay. 

Also, at the end of the 
season when it’s time to 
harvest, there are torren¬ 
tial downpours that can 
just knock everything off 
the plants—so you have 
to put a plastic cover over 
them. And in Hawaii, 
you have to put numbers 
over your greenhouse for 
the police helicopters. 
That’s still a “cop thing.” 
What other medicines do 
you have to do that for? 
Not for gout medicine 
[laughs]. 

How about your finished 
product? 

I was satisfied. I didn’t 
have any serious mold 
problems; I checked every 
morning real early, and 
if I saw anything funny, I 
got it off the plant right 
away I grow completely 
organic—no insecticides 
or herbicides whatsoever. 

I wanted to use neem 
cake—organic fertilizer— 
but it just stinks. It tastes 
poorly, and I wouldn’t do 
that to a pot plant. 

It turns out that one of your 
children has an interesting 
cannabis connection? 

My daughter Isabella 
just graduated from col¬ 
lege with a BS in biology, 
and her main focus was 
on cannabis—studying the 
genetics so you can find 
out the parents of a par¬ 
ticular strain, which I’m 
fascinated by. Now she 
works at SC Labs in Santa 
Cruz testing cannabis 
plants and products for 
chemicals and pathogens. 
Here I am, the drum¬ 
mer of the Dead, and my 
daughter is researching 
cannabis. It’s a nice thing.

You graciously allotted 
extra time for this inter¬ 
view because you’re such a 
big fan of High Times ! What 
do you like so much about 
us? 

I started reading the 
magazine because it gave 
me so much informa¬ 
tion about something 
I’m really interested in. 

It’s taught me how to do 
things like make canna¬ 
bis oil. I like the pictures, 
and I love to see the flow¬ 
ers. When I was growing, 

I tried to make my flowers 
look like those in HT— but 
I never have. 

What lessons did you 
personally extract from the 
Acid Tests? 

That it was okay to 
be free and loose, to 
be yourself and have a 
really good time. You 
didn’t have to take play¬ 
ing music as seriously as 
you thought. When you’re 
part of it, high on acid, it’s 
the straight people on the 
street that freak you out. I 
actually tested that once— 
check this out: At one of 
the Acid Tests, I decided 
to find out what it would 
be like if I didn’t drop. 


And I got higher than any¬ 
thing—l really did. It was 
interesting. 

How did acid change you 
as a person? 

It changed me a lot. Up 
until my first acid trip, 

I’d always had a hunch 
that there was more out 
there than met the eye. 
And when I took acid, 
it was like a pat on the 
back: “Yeah, see? You were 
right! Come in, join in 
... it’s a lot more fun.” So 
I ended up partaking in 
this far-out world. 

I’m trying to think of 
some corny metaphor to 
describe my first trip, like 
comparing it to your first 
kiss—but it’s so much big¬ 
ger than all that. 

Share a classic acid trip 
that the Grateful Dead took 
together. 

It was at Tilden Park 
in Berkeley, back in the 
’60s. And we were hun¬ 
gry before we were going 
to drop, so we got a tub of 
Kentucky Fried Chicken 
and proceeded up to the 
[Berkeley] Hills, and we 
dropped the acid with 
our big bucket of chicken. 
And that was when we all 
heard the flying saucer 
land— 

“Heard”? 

Yeah, there’s noth¬ 
ing that sounds like a fly¬ 
ing saucer. It was behind 
the hill; we all heard the 
sound, but we couldn’t 
quite get there in time to 
see it. Meanwhile, when 
you’re high on acid, you 
can’t tell if the chicken 
has been eaten or not. 

And you don’t want to lit¬ 
ter, so you’re putting the 
drumstick bone back into 
the [KFC tub]. And then 
you’re looking in there, 
trying to figure out if that 
drumstick was eaten or 
not, ’cause they were all 
crawling around in there 
pretty good. 
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Finger-trippin’ good! 

Yeah. 

Did the Dead ever indulge in 
designer drugs like MDMA? 

We never did Ecstasy as a 
band—that might have been 
fun. But I’d warn anyone 
reading this off of designer 
drugs. One reason I have a 
strong feeling about that is 
Owsley—who made some of 
the purest acid ever—was try¬ 
ing to make STP [a synthetic 
hallucinogen], but he didn’t 
know [the potency] of the 
doses, so he asked me to try 
it. And I said, “Sure, I’ll try 
it!” ... and it kept me up for 72 
hours! It was hallucinatory; I 
laughed the whole time and 
saw funny visuals. But STP 
never hit; it never became 
very popular. 

What was it like to drop Ows¬ 
ley’s LSD back in the day? 

I’m sure Owsley had his 
personality on the acid a little 
bit, though it wasn’t as pure 
as Sandoz’s [the Swiss phar¬ 
maceutical company], because 
he made it unique to himself. 
But it was still wonderful. We 
stopped getting Sandoz, so he 
became the source where we 
could get reliable acid. 

Today, we have a terri¬ 
ble problem: We don’t know 
where to get acid any more! 

It’s not even on Shakedown 
Street [the famed parking-lot 
scene at Grateful Dead con¬ 
certs] like it used to be. 

No, it’s gone. I’m going to 
volunteer if I have to, be a 
subject [for LSD testing]. Find 
Dr. Feelgreat [laughs]. 

The Dead’s final tour in the 
summer of 1995 was a perilous 
expedition, from fan riots to 
far-right death threats against 
Jerry. Do you think it was a 
coincidence that the band’s 
demise was nigh? 

No—but I don’t really 
believe in coincidences any¬ 
way. I would say that we 
saw it coming. But it wasn’t 
because we were more pop¬ 
ular; it was because more 


radical stuff was going on out 
there in the audience world, 
the people world. It got pretty 
awful out there. 

Jerry Garcia died-of heart fail- 
ure-exactly one month after 
that last tour ended. You were 
already back in Hawaii. How 
did you handle that fateful day, 
August 9,1995? 

After Jerry died, I felt lost 
everywhere—I didn’t know 
which direction to turn. I 
just grabbed a board and 
got out on the ocean to surf.

^l have a new grow tent with a 1,000-watt light. The inside of the 
tent is very reflective, and working in it-even for a short period 
of time-leaves me seeing spots if not feeling quite blind when I 
return back to normal lighting conditions. I’m concerned about my 
eyesight. Do you have any advice on protecting your eyes from 
intense indoor grow lights? 

Dear Beggarstune, 

Luckily, there are several types of growroom eyewear on the 
market that will protect your vision from annoying or poten¬ 
tially harmful rays. Brand names like Nectar, Lumii and Apollo 
all provide a variety of affordable options, but my favorite 


company making eyewear specifically for protecting against 
high-intensity discharge (HID) lights, as well as LEDs and 
even sunlight, is Method Seven. 

Method Seven glasses were developed by our friend and 
High Times colleague Jeff Goldberg, who sadly passed away 
last year. As a professional cannabis photographer, Jeff rec¬ 
ognized the need for protective lenses for people who spend 
a lot of time under artificial lighting. Using the technology 
he implemented for shooting photos under intense light, Jeff 
helped to develop Method Seven lenses to “white-balance” a 
wide variety of different indoor spectrums, and these products 
remain at the forefront of growroom eyewear tech.

subject Pruning Auto-Flowering Strains 
from: Jim P. 

I have a two-part question. To learn some 
of the ins and outs of cultivating mari¬ 
juana, I’ve started by growing auto-flow- 
ering Northern Lights, and I just recently 
harvested my first two plants. When these 
plants were seedlings, I pinched one of 
them in the center and left the other one 
alone. Lo and behold, the pinched plant 
produced almost twice the amount of 
flowers as the unpinched one. I’ve read 
that auto-flowering plants don’t take well 
to this technique, but my results show the 
opposite. I now have three new seedlings 
of Northern Lights and would like your 
thoughts on the pros and cons of training 
auto-flowering plants. 

Dear Jim, 

It’s true that I don’t normally recom¬ 
mend any kind of pruning if you’re grow¬ 
ing auto-flowering plants. That’s because 
the growth cycle is so short for autos that 
most growers will end up reducing their 
harvests if they prune the plants improp¬ 
erly or at the wrong time. 

An expert grower, however, can selec¬ 
tively prune an auto-flowering plant and 
end up with a bigger yield. This means 
timing the pruning for very early in the 
plant’s life—sometime after the second 
set of regular leaves has appeared, yet 
before the fourth or fifth set emerges. 
Pinching off a top during this crucial 
(and short) period of time will result in a 
bigger harvest, but each strain will react 
differently, so get to know the kind you’re 
growing and act accordingly.

subject Repotting Root-Bound Plants 
from Michael R. 

I’m totally new at growing. I have a few 
indica seeds, five in all, and wonder if I 
should grow them the entire time in a 
5-gallon bucket, or should I start small and 
keep repotting them as they get bigger? 

I know repotting can be a little tricky. Is 
a 5-gallon bucket too large? Is a smaller 
bucket or planter okay? 

Dear Michael, 

I believe in growing plants in the same 
container for the duration of their life 
cycle instead of starting with smaller 
containers and then repotting them as 
they grow bigger. That’s because I believe 
the taproot seeks out the confines of any 


given container and then sends messages 
(via hormones called auxins) back to the 
plant to let it know if space is limited. 
The plant then responds by restricting its 
growth aboveground in order to adapt to 
the size of its container. 

It’s perfectly okay to start your plants 
in plugs or small cups, but as soon as you 
see the roots getting close to the bottom 
of the medium, transplant them into the 
containers you’ll be using until harvest. 

If you’re using 5-gallon buckets, I rec¬ 
ommend giving them a vegetative time 
of five to seven weeks before you induce 
flowering. The roots will have plenty of 
room to breathe and absorb water and 
nutrients, without becoming so root- 
bound that they struggle to compete with 
each other for resources. 
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GOT CBD? 
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Danko Tip: Never, ever use any form of flammable or explosive 
solvent-butane, alcohol, etc.-indoors. 


percent right, and I apologize for not being more specific in 
my instructions. Outdoor and greenhouse growers north of the 
equator should look for southern-facing hills, while growers 
south of the equator should grow on hills that face north. This 
way, you’ll experience the full potential of the sunlight in your 
particular region.

subject Clones From Flowering Plants 
from Invictus Grower 


My crop is currently in the vegetative stage, and it’s getting close 
to the time for taking clones. I’ve always read that clones should be 
taken from a mother plant while it’s still in veg. But I just stumbled 
across a technique called “monster-cropping,” which is basically 
taking a clone from an already budding plant in the first few weeks 
of flower and reverting it back to veg. My question is: Which tech¬ 
nique is best? I’ve done some research on monster-cropping, but 
there doesn’t seem to be a definitive answer. 

My second question is this: If monster-cropping is best, is it 
better to cut the small popcorn buds off and make it look like a veg 
clone, or is it better to leave the small buds on? I’ve seen videos 
of both techniques, and when the buds are left on and the plant 
reverts to veg, the bud sites grow a crazy amount of branches. 

I would love to hear your thoughts on traditional cloning versus 
monster-cropping. 

Dear Invictus, 

I don’t advise taking clones from flowering plants. The extra 
time it takes to revert them back to the vegetative stage, as well 
as the potential to stress the plant out and cause it to react 
with strange behaviors such as hermaphroditism or whorled 
phylotaxy, aren’t worth the added trouble. The healthiest cut¬ 
tings come from strong and healthy plants in the vegetative 
stage, so that’s when you should be taking your clones. 

The only time I’d recommend taking a cutting from a flower¬ 
ing plant is when the genetics might be lost. Say you’ve found a 
unique, amazing flowering plant and want to keep it around. In 
that case, take a clone, root it, and place it under 18 to 20 hours 
of light per day. Eventually, it will revert back to its vegetative 
stage, allowing you to preserve its genetics for future use. 
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Danko Tip-. Pumps placed outside a hydroponic reservoir will not generate 
enough heat to warm the nutrient solution to unhealthy temperatures.

How long can I keep a mother plant for clones until it should be 
flowered out to finish its life cycle? And how many times can I make 
a clone of a clone of a clone of a clone before it starts to lose its zip 
and may turn hermaphrodite? Also, are regular seeds better for this 
than feminized ones? 

Thanks for all you do to change the laws in this country. I’ve 
always loved that Ben Franklin quote: “Nothing is more American 
than breaking an unjust law.” I’m a disabled 47-year-old veteran 
whose spine was rebuilt with 16 pieces of titanium and cadaver 
bones, but I can’t afford-nor am I physically able-to move from 
Georgia across the country to a state that cares for its neighbors. I 
am not a criminal! 


Dear David, 

Thank you so much for your service! It’s truly a shame that our 
country still denies marijuana to veterans: Surely cannabis is 
safer than war? So many vets have told me that medical mari¬ 
juana has allowed them to eliminate prescription drugs or alco¬ 
hol from their lives. Many who were once suicidal have told me 
that cannabis is responsible for them being alive today. We owe 
them—and you—more than just platitudes. 

As for the question of how long mother plants can stay 
vibrant and produce strong clones, it’s really up to you. As long 
as the plants are kept healthy, there’s no real limit to how long 
they can live and produce cuttings. Even when a clone is taken 
from another clone, each subsequent clone should have the 
exact same genetic potential as the first. 

Some may tell you that plants are affected by “genetic drift” 
and will deteriorate over time, but I believe those plants actu¬ 
ally suffer from “environmental drift.” Think about it: The DNA 
of the plant can’t change, but its environment and health are 
entirely up to the grower. It’s the old nature-versus-nurture 
argument: Healthy plants will provide healthy cuttings, while 
stressed or diseased plants will provide weak and sickly ones. 


SUBJECT: CBD and THC 
from Enrico A. 

i®Tm about to grow the CBD Therapy strain from the CBD Crew, and I 
was wondering if I should grow it in the same room as my high-THC 
strains? Will they affect the high-CBD plant in any way, or perhaps it 
won’t matter? 

Dear Enrico, 

You’ve chosen a great strain from a wonderful group of people! 
There’s no reason you can’t grow your high-CBD strain next to 
your high-THC varieties, since there’s no chance of cross-polli¬ 
nation or any way to contaminate CBD with THC from different 
plants growing in the same space. The only thing you need to 
consider are the actual growing characteristics of the different 
plants to ensure that they’re compatible. In terms of minimizing 
complications, you don’t want to grow a fast-flowering, short 
and stocky indica -dominant plant in the same space as a bunch 
of longer-flowering, thin and stretchy sufzm-dominant ones. ^

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Dabs, Dabs and More Dabs! 

A brief review of the incredible advances in 
concentrate styles spawned by the nouveau 
dab craze. By Craig Coffey 


I t’s no surprise that concen¬ 
trates are the fastest-growing 
sector of the cannabis market. 
After all, who doesn’t love a good 
dab? Concentrates capture every¬ 
thing that’s great about weed 
and amplify it to unprecedented 
levels. And when you consider 
how quickly concentrates have 
become such an integral part of 
the marijuana market, it’s a truly 
extraordinary rise. 

Less than 10 years ago, hardly 
anyone had even seen a dab rig, 
and even fewer people had access 
to honey oil, the solvent hash of 
the day. It took a perfect storm of 
less restrictive marijuana laws— 
which led to a huge surplus of 
cannabis being sold at an all- 
time-low price per pound—com¬ 
bined with new platforms for 
sharing information, to create the 
explosion of experimentation and 
progress we’ve seen in the con¬ 
centrates field. 

Here are some of the different 
dab styles that hash makers have 
brought into existence over just 
the past few years: 

Wax: In this form, 
the hash can some¬ 
times resemble a 
honeycomb. It will 
usually crumble 
to a coarse powder if you roll it 
between your fingers. This style 
of hash contains plant waxes that 
give the sample its structure. 

Shatter: True shat¬ 
ter is hash that has 
had the plant-wax 
content removed, 
usually through a 
process called “winterization.” 
Basically, after you dissolve THC 
into your solvent, you bring the 
saturated solvent down to an 
extremely cold temperature. 

All of the plant wax in the solu¬ 
tion clumps together; the solu¬ 
tion is then filtered to remove the 


frozen wax content, and the sol¬ 
vent is evaporated. The hash from 
this process is very stable, and 
it’s usually hard and can shatter 
like glass. Shatter tends to have a 
higher THC concentration. 

actually more like 
taffy. It often takes a quick snap 
of the wrist to pull a dab off your 
parchment paper, which is prob¬ 
ably why it’s called “snap and 
pull.” This type of hash tends 
to hold onto terpenes very effi¬ 
ciently and generally has a 
higher terp concentration than 
other varieties. 

Butter: Hash made 
in this style has the 
consistency of pea¬ 
nut butter. It usu¬ 
ally glistens with a 
little sheen of oil and appears to 
sweat a bit when it’s warm. But¬ 
ter tends to be slightly lower in 
THC because it contains a lot of 
plant waxes. But it can be made 
with very high terpene concen¬ 
trations, which means that it can 
offer a powerful flavor. 

Live resin: This type 
of hash is made by 
processing plants 
that are freshly 
cut and some¬ 
times fresh-frozen. When done 
at an advanced level, live resin 
is extremely flavorful and tastes 
like a fresh cannabis plant smells. 
It usually has a fuller cannabi- 
noid profile too, meaning that it 
can be rich in secondary canna- 
binoids like CBN, CBG and THCa. 
This is a product with an expira¬ 
tion date, however: Live resin is 
not the kind of hash that you can 
archive and store for long periods 
of time. ^ 
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Battle at the Ballot Box 

In this election year, the naked self-interest of pot 
prohibitionists is on full display. 

Allen St. Pierre is executive director of A/OR/WL Visit norml.org. 
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T he dark forces opposing mari¬ 
juana legalization are doing their 
malevolent best to thwart policy 
reforms that, according to the national 
polling firm Gallup, nearly 60 percent 
of Americans support. In states with 
binding voter initiatives on the ballot 
that would end cannabis prohibition and 
replace it with tax-and-regulate policies— 
most notably Arizona, California and 
Massachusetts—the prohibitionists are 
out in force. 

In Arizona, one of the largest donors 
seeking to defeat a marijuana-legal¬ 
ization initiative is the Arizona Wine 
and Spirits Association, which donated 
$10,000 to an anti-pot group largely 
run by the state’s prosecutors and law- 
enforcement officials. However, consider¬ 
ing all the harm that’s been caused by 
alcohol, pro-reform organizations have 
called on the anti-pot folks to return this 
hefty donation so as not to be hypocrites. 

In California, Paul Curry, a lobbyist for 
the California Correctional Supervisors 
Organization, told the investigative web¬ 
site The Intercept that “the membership 
of CCSO opposes the full-blown legaliza¬ 
tion of marijuana.” According to Curry, 
prison-guard supervisors don’t want a 
society that encourages pot use, since 
many of the CCSO’s members are grand¬ 
parents concerned about their children. 
“If marijuana is not a dangerous drug, 



the federal government would have made 
a change,” Curry proclaimed, “but the 
fact remains that it’s a federal crime.” 

Troublingly, of all the entities seek¬ 
ing the continuation of pot prohibition, 
there’s one influential union not affiliated 
with cops or prison guards that pub¬ 
licly opposes legalizing marijuana: the 
Teamsters. Why? Guess who drives and 
delivers all those alcohol products. 

In Massachusetts, anti-pot “research¬ 
ers” have been stepping into the debate. 
The police, prosecutors and Big Rehab, 
as well as a politically powerful triumvi¬ 
rate consisting of the governor, the state 
attorney general and the mayor of Bos¬ 
ton, have publicly opposed the legaliza¬ 
tion measure on the ballot in November. 

Thankfully, when it comes to their 
views on legalizing pot, elected officials, 
unions, the alcohol industry and even 
law enforcement are not monolithic. In 


California, no less than the state’s chief- 
executive-in-waiting, Lieutenant Gover¬ 
nor Gavin Newsom, strongly supports 
ending cannabis prohibition. He’s joined 
by dozens of state and federal officials, 
including the current California attorney 
general, Kamala Harris. And while the 
Teamsters in California oppose legal¬ 
izing pot, more forward-looking unions, 
like the United Food and Commercial 
Workers, are reaching out to recruit 
and enroll workers from the cannabis 
industry, citing it as one of the few new 
industries that unions can successfully 
organize. 

Meanwhile, a recent article in Beer 
Advocate reveals that many leaders in 
the craft-brew industry are keenly in 
favor of legalizing cannabis. (California’s 
Lagunitas Brewing Company is one.) 
Additionally, one of the most important 
drug-policy reform groups, Law Enforce¬ 
ment Against Prohibition (LEAP), will be 
flexing its muscles this election season, 
with its members prominently featured 
in political ads making the case for can¬ 
nabis legalization like few others can. 

In short, now is the time, and this is 
our year. Cannabis consumers, cultiva¬ 
tors and sellers, and all lovers of liberty, 
must flood the voting booths this 
November to defeat the parochial inter¬ 
ests that have kept marijuana illegal for 
too long. ^

Keepin’ the Heat 
On in Florida 

Legal skills and genuine com¬ 
passion produce results. 

Dedication and passion are two 
words that suit Michael Minardi to 
a T. Michael, who fights to repeal 
Florida's archaic cannabis laws 
while defending the rights of med- 
pot patients, is one good reason 
that Florida can now be counted 
among the most fertile states in the 
nation for marijuana-law reform. 


Since June of 2015, 
many municipalities in 
the Sunshine State have 
embraced common- 
sense decriminalization 
measures. With the assis¬ 
tance of Florida NORML, Michael 
has worked to convince county 
commissioners and City Council 
members that incarcerating non¬ 
violent marijuana consumers is a 
travesty of justice. 

As a criminal-defense attorney, 
Michael has successfully defended 


several med-pot patients in 
cases that have resulted in 
landmark decisions. Most 
notably, he won Florida’s 
first medical-necessity 
defense in a jury trial in 
March 2015. His client list includes 
veterans who suffer from PTSD as 
well as people with HIV, chronic 
pain, depression, glaucoma, anxiety, 
fibromyalgia, severe anorexia and 
other medical conditions.

So how did you start making 
cannabis-infused products? 

My first experience with 
infused cannabis was back in 
2001, at a collective in Oakland 
CA, the day I got my first doc¬ 
tor’s recommendation.
